John D. Rockefeller Jr., the richest young man 
in America, if not in the world, is a forcetul per- 
sonality and knows how 
to put his convictions 
and opinions into clear 
and emphatic English. 
As I faced him across 
bis desk in his private 
office in lower Broad- 
way, New York, I was 
greatly impressed by 
the youthful multimil- 
lionaire’s magnetic 
qualities, the outcome 
apparently of clean 
living, clear thinking 
and high purpose. He 
could well afford to be 
on the golf links in 
the afternoon, but he 
evidently prefers to be 
- on his job. 

The views on the 
live topics of the mo- 
ment of this possessor 
of, and prospective heir 
to, enormous wealth 
are of interest - not 
merely because of his - 
unique position in a

Universal Service Would _. 1 
Wipe Out Class Distinction 


“Since my first perusal of the Chamberlain 
army bill I have highly approved of that meas- 
ure,”’ continued John D. Jr. “It makes practicable 
the only method of which I have any knowledge 
whereby real democracy can be substituted in this 
country for existing class distinctions.” 

“Caste exists in our country, Mr. Rockefeller?” 

‘As a nation increases in wealth,” he answered, 
after a moment of thought, ‘social .crystalliza- 
tion is bound to take place, if there is no influence 
introduced to counteract this undesirable ten- 
dency. The different strata of society refuse to 
coalesce unless there is something stronger to 
weld them together than merely theoretical

“And compulsory universal service solves this 
problem?”

“Yes,"’ he answered with emphasis. ‘I know 
of no better way of putting men upon a parity 
of manhood than by putting them upon a parity 
of work.

We must destroy forever 
caste feeling and undemocratic aloofness upon 
the part of the few toward the many by main- 
taining from now on a military organization that 
in its structure and activities shall make this 
country in fact a real democracy. 

“Whatever we may do eventually to our for- 
eign. enemies, we have got hold of a weapon that 
will overcome permanently one of the worst of our 
domestic foes, namely, the snob, who fails to 
realize that his claims to superiority over the av- 
erage man are both ludicrous and un-American 
and should be thrown into the scrap heap where 
so much obsolete rubbish from an aristocratic 
past has been deposited since August, 1914, when’ 
a world war between democracy and autocracy 
was begun.” 


Billy Sunday a Necessity 
Because Churches Are Weak 


“What's the basic issue in the war into which 
our country has entered?” I queried. 

“It’s a stand-up, world-wide fight of the peoples 
against Prussianism,” answered Mr. Rockefeller 
tersely. Then he went on, after a moment's in- 
trospection: 

“Billy Sunday made this clear in one of his ser- 
mons I recently heard him preach. He spoke 
highly of the German people—of their efficiency, 
domestic good qualities, fondness for art, science, 
music, literature, philanthropy, civic well being. 
But he deplored and lambasted the brutality and 
heathen deviltry of Prussian militarism. It is in- 
conceivable to him, as it is to me, how a people 
possessing the kindly, highly-civilized traits of the 
Germans can allow themselves to be led as they 
have been. Billy Sunday has a very clear un- 
derstanding of many things, but he can’t compre- 
hend Prussian militarism. Neither can I.” 

“You admire Billy Sunday?’ I asked. 

“He’s a very earnest and sincere man,” replied 
Mr. Rockefeller with emphasis. ‘‘He puts a vital- 
ity into religion that it sorely needs. One can 
but regret some of the methods which he finds 
are necessary in order to rouse to action the peo- 
ple who make up our twentieth century Ameri- 
can civilization. But no other course of pro- 
cedure has proved equally effective. If the 
churches had accomplished to the full the task 
that devolved upon them, there’s be no necessity 
for a Billy Sunday.” 

“It may be,” I suggested, “that religion, like 
our whole social structure, needs democratiza- 
tion.” 

“Billy Sunday certainly gets hold of the 
people,”” commented Mr. Rockefeller. “He hits 
straight from the shoulder and makes no com- 
promises with the powers of evil. He was urged 
to go easy on the liquor traffic, but he refused. 
He will never make a concession to the saloon. 
It’s this quality in him, this refusal to see two 
sides to an intrinsically moral question, that wins 
for him the confidence of the people at large.”

RANCE has had many great soldiers! The 
F pages of her history—made glorious by 
brave deeds of those who have carried to victory 
the oriflamme and the golden lillies of her Kings, 
the eagles of the — and tricolor of the Re- 
public. 

Yet three names shine out above the rest as 
stars of the military genius and inherent democ- 
racy of her race, Du Guesclin, Nay and Joffre. 

Du Guesclin came of poor parents and could 
neither read nor write. 

Ney—the bravest of the brave—was the son of 
a cooper and received only a rudimentary educa- 
tion. Joffre is also of humble lineage. He was 
born in the little mountain town of Rivesaltes, in 
the eastern Pyrennes, sixty-five years ago. By 
his own unaided efforts he has risen from ob- 
scurity to the highest pinnacle of military fame. 

Joffre is a triumph of democracy. He is a 
genius, great in spite of militarism rather than 
because of it. This plain man of the people, on 
whose broad shoulders rested from the first the 
burden of hurling back the invader from France 
and saving Europe from the domination of Ger- 
man autocracy, is no ordinary type of military 
hero. 

It was not as a soldier that he impressed me, 
but as a great public servant. He is a born leader 
of men and doer of things. 

It was my good fortune to meet Joffre under 
very exceptional circumstances and to spend 
nearly three hours with him on two consecutive 
days. He has repeatedly been described as a short 
man. He is nothing of the kind. Perhaps in his 
socks he may stand a trifle over five feet ten, 
but he is we.l over that in his hecvy military 
boots. Although of very ponderous build, Joffre 
holds himself erect, and is enormously deep 
chested and broad shouldered. It is his great 
width that makes him look shorter than he is, 
and this impression is accentuated by a paunch 
of generous proportions. 


Quick and Graceful Despite His 


Enormous Physical Proportions 


Yet Joffre is very quick and graceful in his 
movements. He is just naturally. It is not an 
alertness that comes from drill; it is more than 
ease and rapidity of motion common to moun- 
taineers the world over. But in all his manner 
there is sympathy and gentle, kindly, almost 
fatherly, attitude entirely different from anything

Joffre’s picture and photographs do not do him 
justice. They show only his simplicity of bearing | 
and do not reveal the tremendous force of his 
personality... When Joffre gives an order, when 
he stretches forth theiron hand of unbending au- 


He knows how to command, and is relentless in 
dealing with those who fail him. No man was 
ever better fitted by the old adage, “Gentle in 
manner, strong in action.” 

When you look at Joffre full-face, there is such | 
an expression of benevolence in the kind blue 
eyes that you understand at once why it is his 
soldiers call bim “Papa Joffre.” He is very big- 
hearted. But get a glimpse of him sideways, and 
the contrast is startling. He has the largest ear 
and the most powerful jaw I have ever seen on a 
human being. There is no limit to his dogsed | 
determination. 

The head is very impressive, but in no wise 
handsome. It is noticeably large, even for so 
large a man. The forehead is bread and bulging, 
the grayish white eyebrows are as heavy as many a 
man’s mustache, and so bushy that they have to 
be trimmed by the barber. This makes the quick, 
resourceful, penetrating, deep-set eyes look 
smaller than they are. All the other features are 
large. The nose is straight, well-shaped and quite 
big: the mouth is heavy, the full red lips being 
almost hidden behind an enormous weeping mus- 
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tache which is almost white.

The neck is very short 
and the head set right down between the shoul- 
ders and thrown a little forward. This detracts 
somewhat from the erect carriage. 


Not Distinguished Looking, 
but Just a Strong Man 


Joffre could not be called a distinguished look- 
ing man. He is just a strong, good-hearted, plain 
man of the people; but a genius blessed with 
powers above his kind. He loves work, knows 
no fear and difficulties but increase his determi- 
nation. 

Such is the man who for two long years was 
the Commander in Chief of the allies’ forces and 
was raised to the rank of Marshal of France when 
the time came for his arduous responsibilities to 
be assumed by younger men. 

Joffre spoke to me in glowing terms of his 
‘“poilus’” and when he referred to their devotion 
to duty and their courage there was an emotion 
in his voice that told how deeply Joffre loved his 
men. They knew it and their love for him and 
confidence in his leadership were unbounded. 
Many a story is told illustrating Joffre’s care 
for the French “poilus.”’ Perhaps the most touch- 
ing one is vouched for by Jean Richepin, the fa- 
mous poet and playwright. 

Joffre was on the firing line one day and need- 
ed some information which could only be obtained 
by aviators flying over the German lines. He de- 
cided to send three men, but the chances were 
very much against any one of them coming back 
alive. When he called for volunteers the whole 
flying squad responded and he ordered the men 
chosen by lot. The three chosen ones were start- 
ing proudly for their machines when a gruff voice 
called them back. They were face to face with 
Joffre and the same voice added in softer tones: 

“Well, boys, come now; aren’t you going to em- 
brace your father before going?’ 

It may not be true, it may be but one of the 
countless legends that spring from the fields of 
battle; but the fact remains that Joffre was really 
the father of his soldiers, that he loved his men 
as if they were his own children and was more 
careful of their lives than any other commander 

has been in the history of the world. 


Picked His Own Ground for 
Great Blow at the Germans 


Great caution is one of Joffre's Strongest traits. 
He always bides his own time and never allows 
any consideration to override his own judgment. 
During the retreat before the German invasion, 
when the Kaiser's forces were getting so danger- 
ously near to Paris, Joffre withstood all entreaties 
to make a stand.

Joffre retreated until Sept. 6, when he turned 
upon his foes. It is a date doubly memorable in 
the history of France and of the world. It sound- 
ed the doom of autocracy on the anniversary of 
the birth of Lafayette. On the morning of that 
day Joffre issued his famous army order: 

“We are about to fight a battle upon which the 
fate of the country depends. It is right to re- 
mind everyone that the time for looking backward 
has passed. All our efforts must be to attack 
and drive back the enemy. Troops that can no 
longer advance must hold their grounds at all 
costs and die where they stand rather than give 
way.” 

The battle of the Marne was really the great- 
est battle of all history. It stretched over a front 
of 250 miles from Paris to the Vosges, and, after 
four days, the Germans were in full retreat. Im- 
mediately afterward the Germans took to the 
trenches and gave up all hope of the rapid and 
successful victory_on which they had predicated 
all of their war plans. 

Within four months of the battle of the Marne, 
when trench ‘warfare was, so to speak, in its 
infancy, I had the honor of spending part of two 
consecutive mornings with Joffre at the Grand 
Quartier General—the general headquarters— 
from where all order# were sent out and where all 
information was received. There, in a spacious 
edifice, famous to travelers, which is one of the 
chief ornaments of a quiet little town not far re- 
moved from Paris, I met and spoke with the Com- 
mapder in Chief. Of course, I cannot quote him, 
but he asked many questions about America and 
told me of the many pleasant memortes he had 
carried away from his one and only visit to the 
United States. 


How He Won Captaincy on 
the Field From MacMahon 


When Joffre passed through New York in 1888 
he was only a Captain, but even then he was 
looked upon as one of the most promising wmil- 
itary engineers in France. His advancement up 
to them had not been over rapid because he had 
begun soldiering at a time when most boys are 
at school and In fact he returned to school and 
completed his training after a period of service as 
a Lieutenant of artillery. It was this way: 

As a boy he was very fond of mathematics and 
so proficient that his teachers predicted a great 
university career for him. At 16 he was able to 
pass the entrance examinations for the Ecole 
Politechnique, the great national school of applied 
science, and at once made bis mark as one of the 
star students. When the war of 1870 broke out 
he was only 18, but he volunteered for service and 
was given a command as a Lieutenant of artillery. 
He was assigned to one of the siege batteries of 
guns mounted for the defense of Paris.

UP REPLY 10 CHINA 


“Answer to Submarine Policy Pro- 
test Delayed Until House 
Had Voted for Break.

PEKIN, March 10.—Although China 
sent its note of protest against the 
German submarine campaign on Feb. 
9, the German legation in Pekin did 
not submit a reply to the Chinese 
Foreign Office until after the lower 
house of parliament had voted to sev- 
er diplomatic relations and the Sen- 
ate was about to vote on the same 
question. 

The German minister ts supposed to 
have recetved a prompt reply from 
his home Government, but is believed 
to have hela’%"t from the Chinese in 
the hope of delaying action on the 
part of the Chinese Government. Ger- 
many’s reply was a courteous denial 
of China’s request for a modification 
of the submarine campaign, and 
sought to establish negotiations be- 
tween the two countries on the ques- 


between their country and China was 
inevitable, and resorted to every pos- 
sible means of forcing delay. The 
presentation of the note just before 
the Senate voted on the severence of 
relations had but little effect on the 
Senate. 

Together with the passports which 
Dr. Wu Ting Fang, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, sent to the German 
mintster for the legation staff, was 
a note explaining China’s reasons for 
breaking off relations with Germany. 
A translation of the note follows:

to Timbuctoo, where Col. Bondier had 
made his headquarters after subduing 
the Toaregs, and assist in the develop- 
ment of that most important center of 
commerce in French Africa. 

Joffre started on what appeared to be 
a@ most peaceful mission, with44 French 
and two native officers and 325 native 
non-commissioned officers and men and 
700 native carriers. When he reached 
within a few days’ march of Timbuctoo, 
he learned that Col. Bondier had been 
surprised and murdered five weeks pre- 
viously and that the fighting tribes had 
everywhere taken up arms and again 
were in open revolt against the French. 

Joffre did not ask for orders, nor did 
he wait for any. He took right hold 
as senior officer and inside of six 
months he had crushed the Touaregs so 
completely that they were practically 
annihilated and have never given trou- 
ble since. Besides he had established 
safe and rapid communications with the 
east, the whole country was subdued 
and peaceful. The most extraordinary 
pare of his achievement, however, was 
the fact that all this had been accom- 
plished with the loss of only two native 
soldiers who had died of fever, and one 
French non-cgmmissioned officer who 
was wounded. 

This won Joffre promotion to the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, but he was kept 
at work in Africa, mostly in Soudan, 
till March, 1895, when the war office 
insisted on his return from colonial 
duty. On arrival in Paris he was at 
once made secretary to the Commission 
on Inventions for the army and navy, 
which studies and reports upon every 
claim, patent, invention or discovery 
which is likely. to be of use orto add 
to the efficiency: of France’s fighting 
forces. Joffre worked on this commis- 
sion for four and a half years, study- 
ing every modérn means and method of 
warfare that human ingenuity could 
devise. In 1897 he was given the rank 
of Colonel, but it was only two years 
later that he was given active com- 
mand of his old regiment, the Fifth 
Genie or Railroad Corps. . 

He took command on Nov. 10, 18% 
and within six weeks the Minister of 
Colonies insisted that his services were 
more urgently needed in Madagascar 
than in France, and he was again as- 
signed to colonial duty. He had been 
asked for by Col. Gallieni, who is now 
commanding the army of Paris, and 
who as a Captain had made a survey 
of the Senegal-Niger route for Gen. 
Faiderherbe in 1879.and knew the al- 
most insurmountable difficulties that 
Joffre had overcome there. Now he 
wanted Joffre to fortify Diego-Suarez, 
which it should be decided to make the 
most important French naval base out- 
side of European waters. In two years 
Joffre rendered it impregnable and was 
rewarded by promotion to the rank o?% 
General. He was then only 49 years ol::. 

Joffre returned to France in 1902, 
and was given the command of the 
Nineteenth Artillery Brigade. The 
following year he was appointed a

12, 1904, he was made

though meantime he had been pro- 
moted General of the Division, the 
highest rank in the French army. 
His first command after leaving the 
War Office was the Sixth Infantry 
division, then he was placed at the 
head of. the second army and made 
Permanent Inspector General of the 
Coast Defenses and Permanent In- 
spector of Military Schools, 

In 1908, Joffre was made a member 
of the Conseil Superieure de la 
Guerre, the French General Staff, and 
in 1911 the supreme command of the 
armies of France in peace and in war 
were vested by law in the vice presi- 
dent of the Conseil Superireur who 
on the outbreak of hostilities was to 
take the title of Generalissimo. Jof- 
fre was soon after app»inted to this 
position.

“But you admit, of course, that he 
offends against the canons of good 
taste.’’ 

“I met a squeamish friend the other 
day,” remarked my host, smilingly, 
“who asked me how I could stand 
Billy's crude, almost savage, course of 
procedure.

“All of the soldiers of France go to the trenches. 
Those who can not stand the hardships drop out. Some 
cannot learn to sleep in the rain and mud, and under 
the continuous roar of the cannon. Others become ac- 
customed to these hardships. 


“There is no place in the world where manhood is put 
to greater tests than in the trenches. The despondent, 
weak-willed man soon finds himself in trouble, while 
the cheerful, strong-minded fellow will endure all of his 
hardships and grow physically stronger in the outdoor 
life. 


Light Equipment for Use in Trenches. 

“The equipment of the soldier is made as light as 
possible. Each soldier, of course, carries his gun, his 
cartridges, a supply of hand grenades, a tool for trench 
digging, a bag containing the indispensable toilet articles 
&hd a cover, the entire equipment for trench duty 
weighing from 30 to 40 pounds. The equipment for duty 
outside of the trenches is considerably heavier. 

“Trench life at night is most interesting and uncanny. 
There are times when a death-like silence reigns and 
times when attack from the enemy is feared. Every 
man is on the alert. Signals are sent up to light up no 
man’s land to ascertain whether any of the enemy is 
coming out of his trenches. Sometimes the trench area 
is lighted up for many kilometers, while awaiting ex- 
pected events. 

“If danger is scented, the officers are notified with- 
out delay. If the officer on watch thinks the signs in- 
dicate an attack, he may call for the artillery. A fuse 
is sent up in the air, and 30 seconds later the switch of 
heavy shells passing over your own trenches and falling 
at the scene from which an attack is feared may be 
heard. The artillerymen, when they see the signals, 
know immediately just where to drop their shells to 
make them effective. If the danger of the attack be- 
comes more menacing, signals are sent up all along the 
front and the artillery from the neighboring sectors 
join in the bombardment. A ‘tir de barrage’ is thrown 
behind the trenches to prevent reinforcement from be- 
ing brought up, while the trenches containing the enemy 
are subjected to a furious bombardment. If the Dattle 
develops, the big guns far to the rear join in, and the 
air is filled with the great steel monsters of death, 
which pass safely over our heads and explode in the 
trenches of the enemy.” 

Prof. Faure was wounded in the great Champagne of- 
fensive, and was in the hospital for several months. 
When he recovered from his wounds he returned to the 
front. His impressions of the first day of the Cham- 
pagne offensive were publisied in the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday Magazine of July 23, 1916. He was wounded 
the second day of the battle, after he had led his men 
to the top of a hill which was raked with German shell 
and machine-gun fire. When he was asked to give his 
impressions of the second day of the battle, he said: 
Impressions of the Champagne 

“It was about 10 p. m., after the first day of our of- 
fensive in Champagne, on Sept. 25, 1915. After hours 
of fighting our men were striving in the darkness and 
rain to dig some trenches in order to provide themselivee 
with some sort of shelter where to sleep and rest. from: 
time to time. Wach one is digging for himself, even the 
officers, who, although they have to look for the security

“Tt is in those moments of relative brightness of re- 
flection that you become conscious of many little things 
happening, which at other times you would scarcely 
notice.

His cries 
become louder and louder, there may be a chance to 
save him, but so many have been killed or wounded in 
trying to rescue the injured that nobody seems to have 
the courage to face a new peril. All around us are 
bodies of the many who died this day in the apotheosis 
of glory, poor fellows! They suffer no more, but long 
has been their agony. There are perhaps some wound- 
ed who are still thinking for the last time of the be-

As dawn approaches, we can see our 
comrades running at full speed up 
the hill. Starting in mass formation 
they soon scatter on account of the 
shells bursting in their ranks. They 
are encountering all kinds of ob- 
stacles reared for the enemy’s de- 
fense. But nothing stops them and 
soon they disappear over the ridge 
into the valley beyond, after having 
cleared the woods of enemy outposts. 

“The German artillery which has 
seen quite active during the night has 
opened a terrific fire on our column 
and our own trenches are receiving 
a hail of shells. In fact many of our 
men are forced to seek new hiding 
places. The German infantrymen 
are seen in the distance trying to 
\flank our movement and turn our 
lines, thus forcing our advance back 
to the ridge just past, which hap- 
/pily, our men are able to hold. For 
one hour, we are anxiously waiting 
for the command to charge and 
join the regiment which has opened 
the way for us. The German gun- 
ners having gotten the range of our 
trenches are sweeping our ranks 
with a deadly fire. 

“Our own artillery is silent. There 
are many dead among us. The re- 
maining soldiers nerve themselves to 
the strain, wishing to leave the place 
at any rate. 

“At last, the order for the assaalt 
comes. It is instantly repeated along 
the line. We bound out of the 
trenches and dash ahead at full 
epeed. Shelis explode thick and fast 
in our midst. All around us the 
wounded and dead are failing. Or-

Forward

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By Frank H. Simonds, 
Noted observer who recently returned from a visit 
to the Western front. 
T° last two weeks have seen the beginning of 


what must be the most momentous campaign 

of the present conflict, and the! most ‘significant 
in European history since Napoleon stirted for Water- 
Joo. After a full winter of preparation, the British 
armies struck their first blow on Monday, April 9, be- 
fore Arras, and a week later the French began at Sois- 
sons aya Rheims. On the outcome of the battle now 
joined depends the question of peace by negotiation or 
by victory. 

In the present article [ intend to discuss the British 
offensive, which is passing into a new phase, leaving 
for another week any detailed discussion of the French 
operation. 

The new campaign may be said to have begun on 
Feb. 6, when the Germans drew out of Grandcourt along 
the Ancre. During the month of February there was 
a gradual retirement before the Somme positions of the 
British, and on March 16 this retirement suddenly 
broadened into the great retreat out of the country 
between Soissons and Arras. 

By this retreat the Germans accomplished three things: 
They escaped from positions which had become diffi- 
cult to hold, owing to the successful advance of the 
French and the British during the battle of the Somme. 
They straightened their line and shortened it, saving 
a certain number of -thousands of troops. And they 
also temporarily frustrated all the plans of the British 
and of the French to attack between Soissons and Arras 
by putting a belt of 20 miles of devastated country be- 
tween the old positions of the allies and the new Ger- 
man line. 


Retreat a Highly Successful Operation. 

This new German point, which has beeng christened 
the Hindenburg line, extended almost in a straight line 
from Arras before Cambrai and Le Catelet and east of 
St. Quentin to Oise River, and thence to La Fere through 
the Forest of St. Gebain to the suburbs of Soissons. On 
this line it seemed, and still. seems, that the Germans 
had chosen to meet the attack of the allies. 

Their retreat along this front was one of the most suc- 
cessful operations in military history and will remain 
a model of military efficiency. The captures of. pris- 
oners and material by the allies were infinitesimal, and 
the Germans reached the position they had intended ‘to 
stand on in exactly the manner they had expected. 
By Easter Sunday the retreat was practically completed, 
and the Germans could refer with pride to the success 
of their operation. 

Meantime allied strategy had conformed to thé new 
situation. All along Haig and Nivelle had planned to 
strike at the appointed moment. Where they had in- 
tended to strike we do not know, but it was clear 
as soon as the German retreat began that it would no 
longer be possible for several months to attack between 
Arras and Soissons, and that any immediate offensive 
would have to be madé either north or south of the ex- 
tremities of the so-called Hindenburg line. 

This situation the allied commanders accepted, and 
chose as their points of attack the two pivots of the 
retiring German movement, which were the Vimy Ridge, 
north of Arras, and the Craonne Plateau, east of Sois- 
sons. 

A very simple figure may serve to illustrate the situa- 
tion. The German retreat may be likened to the cles- 
ing of the old-fashioned double barn door, swinging 
inward on its hinges. Before the retreat began the Ger- 
man position somewhat resembied the angle made by the 
halves partially open. When the retreat was completed 
the German position resembied the door closed. The 
allied attack was directed at the hinges of the doors, 
which swung on Vimy Ridge and the Craonne Plateau. 

The British attack was one of the most successful in- 
cidents of the whole war, and must remain the meas- 
ure of the achievement of the British in making a new 
army. After a bombardment which reached its culmi- 
nating fury on Easter Sunday, British and Canadian

“I cross two or three roads under this 
fire, not knowing how I came through 
for it is so deadly that few of those who 
thake the attempt succeed.

“Having finally reached this point, we 
are confronted with trees and under- 
brush that entirely cut off our view of 
the valley beyond. Moreover this part 
of the wood is alive with hidden ma- 
chine-guns, whose fire forbids either 
an advance or a retreat. Every tree 
Seems to conceal death. To our right 
and left barbed-wire entanglements pre- 
vent any other move in those direc- 
tions. The situation is becomiygg more 
tense. No one dares to move. Each 
motion proves a target for a sharp- 
shooter. We only wait for the inevit- 
able. 

*‘Nevertheless, I attempt to find a 
shelter behind a tree but what a apec- 
tacle greets my eyes. Right in front 
of me stands the figure of a man, one 
of our own brave soldiers, leaning 
against the trunk with his face en- 
tirely shot away. I shudder yet at 
this indescribable sight. Having my 
duty to perform, I turn away, con- 
tinuing to press on, creeping as near 
the ground as possible. 

Treating His Own Wound. 

“Tl can see nothing ahead. The trees 
around me are torn by shot and shell. 
I realize vaguely that in those trees 
there are the men who are shooting at 
us with small rifles. We appear to have 
reached the limit of our advance. No- 
body dares go forward. Back of the hil! 
which we have just ascended our com- 
rades are struggling to make headway 
against the German fire."’

“In a moment I feel a sharp blow on 
my leg, as though I had been struck 
with the lash of a whip. I have been a 
soldier too long not to know what that 
means. I am wounded. I pass the com- 
mand to the next in rank and crawl 
toward a shell-hole to find _ shelter, 
throwing off all my paraphernalia as [ 
drag myself along. 

*‘In the shell-hole I bind up my woun1 
with material from my first aid kit, 
and calmly wait for an opportunity to 
creep back to our lines. Soon I can no 
longer move without a violent effort. 
I resolve to make myself as comfortable 
as possible. 

“Many others who have reached the 
crest of this hill are not so fortunate as 
{[ am. in the hole next to mine, I hear 
a young chap crying: “Oh, maman, 
bonne maman, oOuses-tu? (Oh, mother, 
good mother, where are you?) Too bad- 
ly wounded my self, I cannot think of 
going to his aid and for half an hour 
the pitiful moan is repeated, growing 
steadily feebler until I no longer hear it 
at all. 

‘Poor 
lie had 


fellow! Certainly he was dead. 
given all he had, his life, for his 
country and nobody would know of the 
tragedy, nobody would tel! his mother 
that his last thoughts had been for her. 
How many of these untold tragedies 
were enacted this day? 
No Idea of Time. 

“At length the sun breaks through the 
clouds. What time is it? I have no 
idea. This afternoon seems to me im- 
measurably long. The battle is raging. 
From time to time I hear sudden out- 
bursts, loud cries of men assaulting a 
trench. I know not whether they are2suc- 
cessful or not. In spirit 1 am with them. 
I go with them through the same emo- 
tions from the moment they start until 
it is over. Far above me, I hear the 
whirring of the aeroplanes. In a little 
while they are flying over us and en- 
circling around like great birds of prey. 
They are our own machines and I feel 
a great joy in thinking that they come 
in time to turn the tide of battle. 

The shells are still falling everywhere 
around the place. I do not know what 
minute one may strike me. I am obliged 
to dig deeper my place of safety, as 
pieces of exploded shells have been fall- 
ing near me. 

Under such circumstances. there are 
moments of fear. One realizes that one 
can do nothing, absolutely nothing, to 
save oneself or to help one’s comrades. 

“I bury myself to await darkness, 
try to get an idea of the progress of 
the operations around me. I observe 
as a spectator the decimation of those 
who had come with me, and I wonder 
how ‘many them are still alive. 
Now each hole seems to have an oc- 
cupant, dead or wounded. The few 
not injured may be seen at times try- 
ing to @&cape the fate of many others 
by making a sudden dash to the rear. 
Scarcely have they reached the open 
area on the decline when they are 
picked off, in the deadly range of the 
machine guns. 

Sad But Beautiful Exvression. 

“One does not know what is going 
on exactly. We who are participants 
in these great tragedies only know 
that we are on a battlefield and that 
it is un to each of us to save himself 
if he can. A very few do. For my 
part. being unable to walk, as my 
leg has become stiff during the day, 
I have to creep with much caution, 
when darkness comes, back in the di- 
rection of our own lines. Of course, 
I go blindly, and do not know wheth- 
er I shall find myself in the friendly 
French lines, or within the German 
lines. But to get anywhere, I have 
to crawl over deep shell holes, many 
of which are crowded with men more 
seriously wounded than myself, and 
who have strength enough left only 
to’call for water. Many of the poor 
fellows are mere debris of humanity. 
I creep on. Presently I hear voices. 

‘These are the voices of my comrades 
and I shall soon be safely within 
friendly, protecting lines. A few min- 
utes and two men carrying a stretcher 
reach me. They carry me a few steps 
back of the lines, but can go no fur- 
ther, as the shelis are falling inside of 
our hastily made trenches. They drop 
me into what was once a stable but ia 
now little more than a wreck.

The people of the West are under a 
wrong impression of conscription. It 
does not force men from families nor 
take away those whom a community at 
once needs. It is a law like the jury 
law. It compels al) to serve, but only 
impresses into service those who by all 
surroundings should be first called. Sec- 
ond, and only in sheer need, would the 
men of families be called. 

“The Government selects in classes the 
men under the conscription, and often 
the men who are needed at home are 
protected by this method more than by 
a volunteer system. The country needs 
to be taught, the Congress to learn 
the people’s wishes. 

In War, Must Think at Once, 

‘Let the people speak. In every wav 
let them instruct their representatives, 
but first let the people get away from 
their misunderstanding and wake up to 
the fact that America is in war, and 
must think at once. To win it needs 
men and money.’”’ 

Senator Lewis is the whip of the 
Senate and returned last night to Wash- 
ington to take up the duties of aiding 
the passage of the conscription Dill. 
He says the measure will pass, but that 
it may carry a provision allowing the 
President the discretion of first putting 
into effect in localities of his choice 
voluntary enlistment to be followed, if 
necessary, by conscription. 


850 SINGERS IN CHICAGO 
MUSICAL FESTIVAL THIS WEEK 


Mahler’s “Symphony of a Thousand,” 
Will Be Given on Tuesday, 
Opening Night. 

CHICAGO, April 21—On Tuesday 
night the Chicago Music Festival, one 
of the most important artistic events 
ever planned in the West, will open 
at the Auditorium with a perform- 
ance of Mahler’s monumental “Sym- 
phony of a Thousand,” so-called be- 
cause it requires an orchestra of 1560 
and choruses of 850 singers, among 
them 200 boys.

he was connected with ft. 

The Governor denied to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he had attempted to 
dictate the actions of any boards ap- 
pointed by him or that he intended to 
attempt to remove Dr. Bradley from 
the superintendency at Nevada and the 
Rev. Mr. Lindsay from the presidency 
of the Nevada board, an action which 
several of the Governor’s friends have 
said he was contemplating. 

“I have not even made a sugges- 
tion except in two instances,” the 
Governor said. “I was asked who I 
thought to be the best man for the 
position at Nevada, and I said ‘that 
from the information I had received 
I thought Dr. Craig should have the 
appointment. I was asked about the 
place at Farmington and I suggested 
Dr. Vernon. They were only sugges- 
tions and I did not try to dictate to 
the boards. 

“IT have no tntention of taking any 
action regarding the Nevada matter. 
The Farmington Board does not meet 
until the latter part of May and I 
do not know what the board there 
will do. 

“There is no particular reason for 
my failure to name the lulton Board, 
except that I cannot do everything 
at once. That hospital is running 
along all right. 

‘‘What is a Governor to do, anyway? 
The public holds him responsible for 
these institutions and criticise him if 
anything goes wrong. But if he even 
makes a suggestion regarding them, he 
is accused of dipping his finger in and 
attempting to dictate.’’ 


Governor’s Bill Defeated. 
Politicians, discussing the Governor's 


dilemma, profess to see a connection 
between his reported direct interest in 
jobs at the institutions and the failure 
of the Board of Control bill, under 
which a central board of experts would 
control all the eleemosynary institutions 
of the State, to pass the Senate. 

The bill was one of the Gardner ad- 
ministration measures and was one of 
the few bills advocated by the Governor 
which failed to pass. 

Had it become a law Senators, who al- 
ways are interested in patronage mat- 
ters, would have had little if any voice 
in appointments at the Institutions. It 
was introduced by Dr. Guy V. Mitchell 
of Branson in the House and was passed 
there. It did not come to a vote in the 
Senate, several Senators manipulating 
the Senate calendar in such a manner 
that it died on the calendar. 

Dr. Mitchell told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter recéntly that while the bill was 
pending in the Senate Dr. Craig wrote 
to*every Senator urging that the bill 
should be defeated. Dr. Mitchell said 
he obtained one of the letters written by 
Dr. Craig and took it to the Governor, 
leaving it with the Governor at his re- 
quest. He said the Governor told him 
such a letter looked bad coming from a 
man who was seeking to be superin- 
tendent of an institution which would be 
affected by the Dill. 

The Governor said he ¢id not recall 
the letter referred to by Dr. Mitchell. 

“A lot of things like ‘bat come into 
my office,’ he said, “but | don’t read 
them. If I did I wouldn't have time 
to do anything else.”’ 

Gardner Program Held Up. 

In connection with the failure of 
the Board of Control bill to pass the 
Senate, politicians are recalling that 
all of the Gardner prog-am was held 
up the Senate more than six weeks 
by the Old Guard combine, which 
has its only interest n patronage. 
The combine finally passed the Gard- 
ner program, the Board of Control 
bill being the only important one to 
fail. It was reported during the ses- 
sion that the combine was demanding 
patronage in exchange for votes in 
the Senate, and that each member of 
the combine had picked out exactly 
what he wanted. Senator John Bald- 
win of Appleton City, is said to have 
demanded the “scalp” of Dr. Bradley 
at Nevada. 

Senator Baldwin’s step-daughter 
formerly was matron at the Nevada 
hospital and was removed about the 
middle of Dr. Bradley's term. The 
Senator is said to have held Dr. Brad- 
ley responsible for her removal. 


SMALLPOX AMONG NEGROES 
KEEPS SEVEN DOCTORS BUSY 


Cases in Quarantine, Greatest 

Number Since 1904—B Branch 

Library Closed, 

Seven physicians from ‘the Health 
Department have seen busy for sev- 
eral days vacinating negroes on ac- 
count of an unusual number of cases 
of smallpox in the negro districts. 
There are now 42 smallpox patients 
in quarantine, a greater number than 
at any time since 1904. 

The Barr branch library was closed 
Friday and fumigated when it be- 
came known that the negro janitor, 
Boyd Beckwith of 3400 Hickory 
street, was recovering from smallpox, 
and that he had been working regu- 
larly. 

Fred Ladford of 2626 Lafayette ave- 
nue, a ‘conductor on the Jefferson 
avenue car line, was found to have 
smallpox when he applied at the 
City Dispensary for treatment. 

Dr. C. M. Woodruff, chief diagnos- 
tician of the Health Department, said 
the wave of smallpox probably was 
du@ to the large number of negroes 
who have come here from the South 
recently.

Applicants must present the names of 
thaee men who will certify to their good 
Giigracter and good reputation in their 

tive communities. There are no 

jaditions as to dependents. Applicants 
aré supposed to know whether their 
families can get along without them, in 
case they are required to serve in the 
war. 
Bach applicant will have te de- 
posit $10 for equipment and $16 for 
uniform, to be refunded at the close 
of the camp. The Government will 
furnish transportation to and from 
the camp. Congress has made no ap- 
prepriation to pay the men while in 
@agap, but an allowance of 50 cents 
a day will be made to each for meals, 
whieh will be céoked {n the camps. 

Applications for examination, which

Inquiry Shows That No Collec- 
tions Were Made Outside of 
Central District. 


COLLECTOR QUESTIONED 


No High Official Shown to Have 
Had Knowledge of Attempt 
to Make Levy. 


In yesterday's investigation of the 
attempt of certain policemen to raise 
a secret fund of $13,000, to be dis- 
pensed in connection with the passage 
last month of the police salary in- 
crease bill in the Legislature—the 
present purpose being to find out who 
authorized the raising of the fund, 
and to whom the money was to te 
paid—these facts developed: 

1. The fund openly collected 
by the Police Relief Association, 
under authorization of the Police 
Board, for legitimate expenses in 
connection with this legislation, 
‘amounted to $2900. Each police- 
man was asked to give $2. From 
this fund a retainer was paid to 
Joseph J. Crites of Rolla, who 
was a candidate last year for the 
Democratic nominauon for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. He was selected 
to draw up the bill because of the 
belief that he had great in- 
fluence with rural members of the 
House and Senate. He is a friend 
of Representative Farris of Rol- 
la, Democratic floor leader of the 
House. 

2. Patrolman Ray Cummins, 
secretary of the Police Relief As- 
sociation, declared, to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, that the Asso- 
ciation did not authorize the col- 
lection of a second fund, and that 
he had no knowledge of the at- 
tempt made by Patrelman Wil- 
liam McCormack, last week, to 
collect $8 apiece from the patrol- 
men and Sergeants of Central Dis- 
trict. 

3. McCormack, who undertook 
to raise the money in Central 
District, represented that district 
on the committee, composed of 
patrolmen from all districts, who 
raised the original $2900 by au- 
thorization of the Board, 

4. So far as can be learned, the 
$8 collection was levied only in 
Central District. It appears to 
have been levied there with the 
utmost secrecy, and experimental- 
ly, the plan being to extend It to 
the other 13 districts ff all went 
well in Central. It has not been 
shown that any officer of the Po- 
lice Department above the rank 
of Sermweant knew of the attempt 
to levy the collection. The sum 
collected by McCormack, which 
has been estimated at §700, is now 
said to have been considerably 
less. The publicity given to the 
matter by a Sergeant, who ob- 
jected too paying $8 secretly for a 
purpose not made clear to him, 
upset the entire plan. 


McCormack Makes Report.* 

President, Mansur of the Police Board 
yesterday questioned the sergeants and 
patrolmen who had charge of the legis- 
lative measure. He received a written 
report from McCormack, made out at 
Chief Young’s order, and he also ques- 
tioned Secretary Cummins at length. 
“Mansur refused last evening to say 
what he had learned, or to indicate 
whether he had solved the most import- 
ant question—what was to be done with 
the money if it had been collected. 

Some Money Turned Back. 

Secretary Cummins said that of 
the original $2900 fund a small part 
was unexpended, and that this part 
was returned, pro rata, to the con- 
tributors. He also said, however, 
that while a retainer was paid to 
Crites, the latter had not submitted 
his bill in full. Why, with a bill from 
Crites still in prospect, the money 
should have been pro-rated back t 
the contributors, he did not attempt 
to explain. 

He said the original $2900 fund 
would cave been $3260 if all the 
1625 men benefited by the passage 
of the bill had paid their $2 assess. 
ment. If $8 additional had been col- 
lected from each of these men, the 
supplemental fund would have been 
$13,000. If all had paid the $8 who 
paid the $2, the supplemental fund 
would have come to $11,600, making 
a total of $13,500. - This is considered 
an abnormally large sum for legiti- 
mate expenses of a legislative meas- 
ure. 

The attempt to raise the supple- 
mental fund was not long in coming 
to light. The effort to collect it be- 
gan after the mid-month payday,

tion 30 Per Cent to Carry

LONDON, April 21.—The first and most 
important duty of the American people 
to their allies is to economize on food- 
stuffs. This is the appeal of Herbert C. 
Hoover, chairman of the American Com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium, and re- 
cently appointed head of the American 
Food Board. 

“If we do not do it,”” he declared to- 
day to the Associated Press, “we etand 


&@ grave chance of losing the war be- 
‘cause our allies cannot fight without 


food. Our enemies are calculating that 
America will fail in this and our allies 
will need to give in. America can up- 
set these calculations.” 

Hoover's obser: ations were made after 
three weeks of consultation with mem- 
bers of the British, Freneh d Italian 
Cabinets. He also investigated the food 
and shipping situation and plans for 
American co-operation. The net resu!t 
he arrived at was that between now 
and the next harvest it would require 
a supreme effort by the American peo- 
ple. 

“T feel it my duty tc emphasize,” 
Houver continued, “that the food sit- 
uation is one of the utmost gravity 
which, unless it is solved, may possibly 
result in ihe collapse of everything we 
hold dear in civilization. 


Causes of Food Shortage. 

“The total stock of food today ayail- 
able in the allied world is simply not 
sufficient to last until September if 
America continues its present rate -of 
consumption. We now are face to face 
with the result of last year’s poor har- 
vest; the diversion of man-power from 
agriculture all over the world; the un- 


to plant available fields fully, the isola- 
tion of Russia, the sinking of food ships 
and many other causes. 


“England, France and Italy are re- 
ducing consumption by drastic steps, but 
even with all this reduction they must 
have from us during the next three 
months more than twice as much food 
as we should have exported normally or 
than we can send if we consume as 
usual. 

“The only hope of providing the defi- 
ciency is by the elimination of waste 
and actual and rigorous self-sacrifice 
on the part of the American people. 


Essentials Needed. 

“The barest essentials the Allies musi 
have are, primarily wheat and pork 
products; secondarily, wheat, corn and 
beans. They need a minimum 90,000,000 
bushels of wheat from North America, 
more than twice today’s apparent sur- 
plus on a normal export bases. To 
carry the Allies over until the next 
harvest, we must reduce our wheat con- 
sumption 30 per cent. This means that 
every man, woman and child must fore- 
go at least one loaf of wheat bread per 
week and eat something else or less 
generally. 

“We must also plant everything and 
everywhere it will grow or next year 
this time the food problem will be ab- 
solutely unsolvable and ...6 world will 
face absolute starvation. 


“During the past fortnight we have 
with the collaboration of the American 
Ambassadors in Europe laid the ground 
work for inter-allied co-operation in 
handling and transporting the vast food 
supplies required from America, one re- 
sult of which will tend to ameliorate 
the rise in prices. 1 have proposed a 
plan by which the allies can consilidate 
under one hand the whole participating 
of staple foodstuffs from our market 
and not only will competitive bidding 
be abolished, but by co-operation on 
our side we can arrange a proper bal- 
ance between the rights of producers 
and consumers.”’

LONDON, April 21.—Two German 


destroyers, probably three, have been 
sunk in the course of a German rald 
near Dover, the Admiralty announced 
today. 

Five German destroyers took part 
in the Dover raid.. They were en- 
gaged by two Dover: patrol vessels. 
The British suffered no materiel dam- 
age. 

The British casualties were slight 
in comparison with the results ob- 
tained. 

The announcement follows: 

“The Vice Admiral at Dover reports 


| that on the night of April 20 five Ger- 


man destroyers attempted a raid. on 
Dover. The raid resulted in their. firing 
a number of rounds into a, plowed feld 
a few miles from Dover. The enemy 
appears then to have steered in the 
direction of some of our shipping, pos- 
sibly with the intention of attacking, 
but was met by two vessels of the 
Dover patrol. 

‘In five minutes these two vessels en- 
gaged and sank at least two, possibly 
three, out of the five enemy boats, the 
remainder making off at high speed 
during the short engagement, escaping 
in the darkness. 

“Our vessels suffered no material 
damage, and our casualties were ex- 
ceedingly slight in comparison with the 
result obtained. Our patrol vessels 
were handled with remarkable gallantr,’ 
and dash and the tactics pursued were 
a very fine example of destroyer work. 
We were fortunate in being able to 
save the lives of ten German officers 
and 95 men from the vessels sunk.’’ 
A later report by the Admiralty 
gives the number of Germans saved 
at 10 officers and 108 men.

FRENCH FORWARD MOVE| 


Men' and Guris in Proper Place at Right Time—

ON THE FRENCH FRONT IN 
FRANCE, April 20.—Pushing steadily 
here, storming with great dash there, 
defeating terrific German counter at- 
tacks and taking thousands of pris- 


oners, the French carried their vic- 
torious forward move further today 
along the entire front from Soissons 
to Auberive. Hundreds of thougands 
of men face each other in this latest 
battle wherin skilful attack is, met 
by desperate defense. 

As the Associated Press correspon- 
dent today observed a section of the 
battle from the ridge which 
upon runs Chemin Des Dames 
branching eastward from the great 
Maubeege Road about four miles 
northward of Vailly and parallel 
with the Aisne réver, batches each of 
a hundred German prisoners marched 
tcward the rear across the fields and 
along the roads to augment the 10,- 
000 already officially counted since 
the engagement began on Monday. 


bulance Section Taken. 
The fact that an entire German 


ambulance section together with its 
doctor was taken in one haul of pris- 
oners demonstrates the -rapidity of 
the action of the French troops as 
these sections always operate be- 
hind the first fighting line. One 
French company got so far forward 
that it cut off and captured an en- 
tire German battery which had lim- 
bered up with all the horse teams 
harnessed to the guns in readiness to 
retire, 

More than 100 cannon, some of them 
as heavy as any taken heretofore, 
have been captured, besides which 
many have been destroyed or buried. 

Today for the first time since the 
French moved from their lines to at- 
tack, the sun shone and the brilliance 
of the weather was reflected on the 
faces of the troops, who were filled 
with mish over the change from,

trench warfare. The men sang in 
'their bivouacks and marched with a 
confident swing when ordered for- 
ward. The French artillery fire con- 
stituted one continuous roll all along 
tne front and the Germans replied 
heavily but their guns were forced 
gradually back. 

Possession ‘of Chemin Des Dames 
Ridge gives the occupant excellent po- 
sitions for observation and the Ger- 
mans f@ught desperately to retain it. 
They could not, however, stay the 
French progress at several points, and 
their fierce counter attack between 
Alles and Hurtebise was crushed de- 
spite the fact that they threw great 
masses of men against the advancing 
French. 

Method and Care Shown. 

The method and care shown by the 
French plans strike the observer. 
tiverything goes like clockwork. Every 
man and gun is in the proper place at 
the right ‘moment. Even in the rear of 
the lines the same systematic thorough- 
ness has been developed. Should a 
supply column meet an struction on 
the road toward the front, a smart of- 
ficer immediately appears on the scene 
and in a few moments all is in order. 
This means much, when it is understood 
that the road must swiftly be made 
across fields where no road existed be- 
fore and in territory torn during the pre- 
vious fighting. , 

How heavy artillery is brought for- 
ward under such conditions is a puzzle, 
but all the difficulties are overcome and 
they reach their positions at the ef- 
fective moment. 

The broken character of the country 
adds to the difficulty of the French task 
of approaching and capturing the Ger- 
man positions, which often are natural 
caverns or quarries, easily defensible 
and, in addition to the heavy artillery, 
are armed with perfect hornets’ nests 
of machine guns, as was the case in 
Ville-Au-Bois, where 108 of these weap- 
ons were captured in a space 1000 yards 
square.

Member of British War Council Says

LONDON, April 21.—The military sit-

the War Council, in an address at Derby 
today. He did not, however, wish his 
hearers to go away with the idea that 
the end had come just yet.

Beck, former Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, addressing the 
closing session tonight of the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science, 
declared that any league to enforce 
peace is futile, because any such al- 
‘ance of nations sooner or later would, 
tend to break up into groups, and. the 
result would be worse than @ dispute 
solely between two nations. 

The general topic of tonight’s session, 
presided over by United States Senator 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, was 
‘America’s participation in a league fo- 
the maintenance of a just and durablu 
peace.” 

“Any suggesticn of peace is founded 
more or ‘teas on the theory” of the sur- 
vival of the fittest,’’ Beck said. “Peace 
of the world must be founded on justice 
and often justice is enforced by force.” 

Beck said there could never be peace 
in the world where there was interna- 
tional hatred. Neither vanquished nor 
victor will feel thoroughly satisfied, he 
said.

The Majority Repert. 

The majority report, signed by Chair- 
man Dent and 11 others, says in part: 

“The bill authorizes, but does not di-

“The bill provides that organiza- 
tions of all forces, other than the 
regular army, shall be- composed of 
men who come’ from, and of officers 
eppointed from, the same state or 
locality as far as practicable. 

“Both the volunteer and the draft 
features of the bill authorize the 
President to refuse to accept either by 
enlistment or draft the services of 
persons needed in the industrial pur-

Supplementing wecretary Baker’s Iet- 
ter, the minority report says the mem- 
bers of the committee are laymen 
and adds: 


“In this great crisis we deem it to 
be our patriotic duty in this matter of 
increasing temporarily the military 
establishment of: the United States to 
follow the counsel of the Commander in 
Chief of our army dnd his expert ad- 
visers.”’ 

Volunteer Argument Answered. 

Of the place for volunteers in the ad- 
ministration plan, the minority says: 

“Some of those who favor the volun- 
teer system point with pride to the 
fact that 1000 volunteers are enlisting 
every day. According to a letter from 
the Secretary of War to the chairman 
of the committee, 724, 718 volunteers wil! 
be required for our regular army and 
the national guard organizations. It 
would therefore take 724 days, or about 
two years, to get the volunteer forces 
required for these two branches o/ 
our military establishment. Does that 
look very hopeful? ”’’ In conclusion the 
report says: 

“Of the eight members of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee signing this mi- 
nority report, four saw actual service 
in the volunteer army during the Span- 
iszh-American War and one of these saw 
additional service during the Mexican 
border trouble. They have knowledge 
at first hand of the inefficiency of the 
volunteer system and they all join in 
this report protesting against the evils 
of that system and in favor of a sys- 
tem based on universal obligation to 
service.”’

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JAPAN'S ELECTION} 


Result Close, but Opponents of 
More Democracy Appar- 
ently Have Won. 


TOKIO, April 21—The administration 
apparently has won the eléctions. The 
result will be close and many outlying 
districts are still to be heard from. 


The campaign marked an important 
point in the struggle for a more repre- 
sentative form of government, in which 
the victory apparently has been won by 
the opponents of such reforms. Count 
Okuma, leader of the movement for 
more democracy, was replaced last year 
as Premier by Count Terauchi, one of 
the most uncompromising opponents of 
the new school which threatened to 
revolut:onize the form of government. 

Count Terauchi’s avowed political slo- 
gan is a “No party form of govern- 
ment.” The fall of Count Okuma re- 
sulted in a sharp attack on the Ter- 
auchi ministry, on the ground that :t 
was not representative of the control- 
ling elements in the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

AMMUNITION AND 
MONEY FROM U 


Nation Crippled Throughout War 
by Lack of Rolling Stock, 
Miliukoff Says. 


PETROGRAD, April 2, via London, 
April 21—Money, ammunition and rail- 


way rolling stock are the primary neces- 
sities for which Russia now is turning to 
America for assistance in obtaining. 
“If American can help’ supply 
us with these,’’ said Paul N. 
Milukoff, Russian Foreign Min- 
ister, to the Associated Press today, 
“she will not only have added greatly 
to the services she already has extend- 
ed to the allies, but will materially 
help Russia to defeat Germany on the 
eastern front. 

“Russia has been crippled during the 
entire war by lack of adequate facili- 
ties for transportation. If the United 
States can send us rolling stock it will 
immediately help us to mobilize the re- 
sources of the country to their full ef- 
ficiency. If in addition to this she can 
help protect the trade routes between 


4 America and Rusisa and expedite the 
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sending of ammunition to Archangel and 
Viadivostok, it will be another valuable 
service rendered. 
“The loan which America is to make 
to Russia already is under discussion 
and aithovgh not finitely arranged, it 
promises to be actording to the most 
satisfactory terms. We are grateful 
for this. Other means of assistance I 
do not regard as quite so ir:portant. 

Has Sufficient Men, 
“‘We have all the men we need and 
expeditionary forces had better be sent 
to other fronts, although the presence 
of a small military missicn to symbol- 
ize the new union between Russia and 
America against the common foe would 
be most appropriate. 
“The sending of ratiroad men and 
industrial experts might also be useful, 
but this is not of primary importance.’’ 
Turning to 4he complicated politica! 
situation in Russia, Prof. Milukoff said 
that upon assuming his present post he 
had been a pessimist. 
“Now I am an optimist,’’ he continued. 
“The adaptability of the Russian people 
to the present emergency has been a 
surprise to everybody. There has been 
among all classes a sudden growth of 
responsibility for the welfare of the 
country. 
“It would be naive to deny or under- 
estimate the serious difficulties and the 
many instances of abuse of democratic 
principles wh:ch have occurred since the 
revolution, but through all these diffi- 
culties, whether in the army or in the 
factory, one can discern a gradual 
awakening of the people to sober patrict- 
ism and effort. The Government now 
has the full support of the army and in 
the factories, now that the men have re- 
covered from the first shock of the revy- 
lution and some of the mistaken ideas 
which it brought forth, they are grad- 
vally abandoning their exorbitant de- 
mands and have even extended the 
eiznt-hour working day. The loss in 
output during the last month has been 
serious, but the production now is in- 
creasing daily. 

Only One Government. 
“One hears a great ceal spoken about 
cual power now governing Russia. In 
reality there is only one Government. 
The Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Deputies has no authority, but con- 
sults with us in making recommenda- 
tions which we sometimes reject ani 
sometimes accert. The council plays 
an extremely important part in the 
present situation since by acting as a 
safety valve for all the socialist and 
radical elements it is holding the coun- 
try back from anarchy. Except for a 
few members, this body is in sympathy 
with the Government. 
“In Russia, as in other countries, there 
mre two groups of Socialists—the nation- 
al Socialists, who favor war, and the 
international Socialists, who favor a 
union with brotherhoods in other coun- 
tries in the interests of peace. It ap- 
pears that in Russia the latter group |s 
in the majority, but to interpret this as 
a move for a separate peace with Ger- 
many is absurd. A small number of So- 
clalists undoubtedly will cttend the in- 
ternational conference at Stockholm just 
as isolated groups of men met before 
and during the war to discuss peace, 
but they will not represent any large 
element in this country.” 
Alluding to the possibility of a descent 
upon Petrograd by the German army, 
the Foreign Minister said: 
“The Germans undoubtedly are mak- 
ing plans for some kind of a move on 
the northern front, but I don’t believe 
for a moment in yielding to the panicky 
belief that the Germans will reach Pet- 
rograd.”

YEAR COMPLETED 


Appropriations for ‘Ordinary 
Expenses” $10,668,872, In- 
creast of $303,872. 


After making’ a reduction of $1,193 
in the allowances for maintenance of 
municipal departments, and cutting 
$643,833 from the estimate for new work 
and improvements in_ parks, play- 
grounds, public baths, swimming pools 
and roads, the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment yesterday completed its 
draft of the budget bill which will pro- 
vide for the city’s expenditures for the 
year. The measure will go to Chairman 
Hart of the ald2rmanic Ways and Means 
Committee tomorrow afternoon or Tues- 
day morning, and it is expected that it 
will be passed -by May l. 

The total appropriations for ‘‘ordinary 
expenses,’’ including salaries, materials 
and supplies for the various depart- 
ments, are $10,668,872, an increase of $303, - 
872 over the amount allowed for the same 
purposés last year. For special work 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment set aside $725,000, a decrease of 
$31,000 from the total of like allowances 
for 1916. 


Mill lable. 
After expenditures of $1,289,761.42 from 


the mill tax payments of $1,839,205.42 
made to the city by the United Railways 


Co. last July, there remains in this 
fund $549,454.42. This money will be 
available for needs not met in the! 


budget. 


From the mill tax payments was taken ;

Grom Tax Rate the Same. 

The gross tax rate, including the por- 
tions of the State, city and schools, will 
remain at $2.35 per $100 of valuation, the 
Same as last year. The rate for purely 
municipal purposes was lowered 4 cents 
per $100, but an increase of 2 cents per 
$100 for the maintenance of the zoological 
garden in Forest Park and a raise of an 
equal amount in the school rate offset 
the decrease in the city’s portion. 

Mayor Kiel, Comptroller Nolte and 
President Aloe of the Board of Alder- 
men, who constitute of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
Salaries of city employes who have 
drawn no pay for April, would be ready 
for payment in the first week in May. 
This will be a delay of a month. In 
former years, prior to the adoption of 
the present charter, city employes were 
paid once a month instead of semi- 
monthly as now. Under the old char- 
ter it several times happened that em- 
pPloyes were compelled to wait two 
months and even longer for their sal- 
aries.

NEW HOMEGROWN 


VEGETABLES. CUT 
NING COST HERE 


Prices for Them Lower Than for 
Canned Goods Which Many 
Have Been Storing. 


Home-grown vegetables are now on 
the St. Louls market at lower prices 
than the canned goods which many have 
been purchasing in large quantities and 
placing in their cellars in fear of high 
prices. In a few days fresh vegetables 
will be pouring in here in great quan- 
tities and it is probable that prices will 
be still lower. 

The effects of the new crop on prices 
on Produce Row yesterday were as 
follows: 

Spinach, which sold at $2.25 a bushel 
three weeks ago and $1.76 a bushel one 
week ago, can be bought at 75 cents a 
bushel. 

Detroit hothouse rhubarb, which has 
been selling at 75 cents a dozen, has 
been crowded out by home-groWn, which 
sells at 15 cents to 35 cents a dozen, 
according to size and length. 

California asparagus, which has been 
selling at $4 to $6 a dozen bunches, ac- 
cording to quality and sige, is now re- 
placed by home-grown, which sells at 
$1.25 to $4. 

Head lettuce from Loultsiana and Tex- 


ha has been selling at $2.25 to $2.0 per 
hamper of 30 to 35 heads. Lettuce 
plucked yesterday in the country can 
be bought today at 60 to 90 cents per 
box of 18 to 20 heads. 


Cauliflower No Cheaper. 
Cauliflower is the only thing that is 


not cheaper by reason of the arrival 
of the home-grown product. The home- 
grown is worth $2.50 a box and the Cal- 
ifornia sort can be bought for $1.50. But 
that is because the California is very 
inferior to the home-grown. 


a bunch. Prior to the arrival] of the 
home-grown there were none on the 
market, 

Home-grown green peas have not come 
in, but the supply is greater from Flor- 
ida and Texas and the price has dropped 
from $4 a bushel to $2.25 a bushel. 

New potatoes are beginning to arrive. 
The quantity is not sufficient to pull 
down the price, but by the end of next 
week they will be coming in car loads 
and the price will probably tumble. The 
present price is $4 a bushel. Old pota- 
toes are $3.35 to $3.60 a bushel. 


Southern Produce Coming In, 
Southern produce is also coming in 


greater volume. Florida tomatoes which 
sold at $8 a week ago now go at $.50 a 
crate. Receipts of beets, carrots, tur- 
nips and string beans are increasing 
every day. 

Whether prices will go down or up in 
the next week will depend upon the 
outside demand. If the North and East 
make a heavy call on St. Louis supplies 
the price will hold steady and may ad- 
vance. If there is no such call, deal- 
ers say, the prices will decline.

ALL TENNIS TITLE 
TOURNEYS ARE OFF, 
LEADERS DECLARE 


National Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion Announces That Other 
Events Will Be Played. 


WAR SECRETARY APPROVES 


Sport Will Be Boomed as an 
Aid to Physical Condition- 
ing of Young Men. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—Ohampion- 
ship tennis play is to be eliminated 
from all succeeding tournaments, 
this season, according to an announce- 
ment made today by the officers of 
the National Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion. 

This action has been taken after 
consultation with Secretary of War, 
Newton D. Baker, who approved of 
the idea of holding the two hundred 
and odd tournaments carded wnder 
a Plan to make these competitions a 
means of healthful exercise minus 
the feature of titular play of all 
types. . 

The outline of the new system as 
submitted to Secretary Baker calls 
for the abandonment for the present 
season of all championships, annual 
rankings, prizes challenge cups and 
invitations to prominent players to 
compete in tournaments held at 
‘points long distances from their 
home ca)ties. 

In places of the existing regula- 
tions, it is proposed to substitute an 
entirely new set,of tournament rules 
to govern the present situation. This 
code is now being formulated and 
will be announced in the near future.

tioned last week by the N. S. N. lL.

It will be suggested that all 
matches be played late in the after- 
noon and efforts be made to secure 
quantity as well as quality in the 
entry lists. . 

The clubs will be urged to bring 
out the largest number of competi- 
tors possible, within restricte or 
local radius, in order that as little 
time as possibie be lost in -travel. 
Patriotic ceremonies in connection 
with the tournaments will be sug- 
gested as desirable. 

It is the opinion of the Executive 
Committee of the association that 
such a system of play during the war 
will be both beneficial and feasible. 
The elimination of championships 
and trophies will remove the incen- 
tive for players to neglect their duty, 
military or otherwise, and the tour- 
naments will thus not become a 
hindrance to the activities of the 
Government. The proposals submit- 
ted to Secretary of War Baker met 
with his hearty approval and in en- 
dorsing them he added the follow 
ing notation: 

“The foregoing recommendations 
seem to me admirable and I am glad 
to recommend their adoption. In ad- 
dition I would te gtad if the mem- 
bers of the association who do go 
into the military forces could be re- 
quested to co-operate in all efforts 
to establish athletics in the training 
camps and so create wholesome rec- 
reation for the leisure hours of sol- 
diers and officers.”

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WASHINGTON, April 21.—A bitter 
indictment of German brutality .n 
the deportation of conquered Bel-| 
gians for forced labor, written from 
behind the German Wnes by Brand 
Whitlock, American Minister to Bel- 


gium, was made public tonight by 
the State Department. It came in a 
confidential report last January 
when.the United States was vainly 
protesting to Berlin against the 


treatment of the helpless peopie, but |. 


the Depariment did not. dare publish ! 
it at that time until Whitlock was 
safe on French soil. | 

The report begins with a story of | 
what happened immiediately after 
the German army overran Belgium, 
of arrangements by the Belgian gov- 
ernment to continue the wages of 
civilians thrown out of work and of 
the conquerers’ determination to put 
these men to work for them. 

“In August, Von Hindenburg was 
appointed to the supreme command,” 
says the report. “He is said to have 
criticised Von Bissing’s policy as too 
mild. There was a quarrel; von Bis- 
sing went to Berlin to protest, 
threatened to resign, but did not. He 
returned, andja German official here 
said that Belgium would now be sub- 
jected to a more terrible regime, 
would learn what war was. The 
prophecy has been vindicated. 

“The deportations began in Octo- 
ber in the. Etape, at Ghent and at 
Bruges. The policy spread; the rich 
industrial districts of Hainaut, the 
mines and steel works about Charle- 
roi were next attacked, now they are 
seizing men in Brabant, everfin Brus- 
sels, despite some indications and 
even predictions of the civil author- 
ties, that the policy was about to 
be abandone@. As by one of the 
ironies of life, the winter has been 
more excessively cold than Belgium 
has. ever known it, and while many 
of those who presented themselves 
were inadequately protected against 
the cold, many of them were without 
overcoats. The men shivering from 
cold and fear, the parting from weep- 
ing wives and children, the barbari- 
ties of brutal Uhlans, all this made 
the scene a pitiable and distressing 
one. 


Rage, Terror and Despair. 
“The rage, the terror ane despair 


excited by this measure all over Bel- 
sium were beyond anything we had 
witnessed since the day the Germans 
poured into Brussels. The delegates 
of the Commission for Relief in Bel- 
gium returning to Brussels, told the 
most distressing stories of the scenes 
of cruelty and sorrow attending the 
seizures. And daily, hourly almost, 
since that time appalling stories have 
been related by Belgians coming to 
the legation, It is impossible for 
us to verify them, first because it is 
necessary for us to exercise all pos- 
sible tact in dealing with the sub- 
ject at all, and secondly, because 
there is no means of communication 
between the occupations Gebiet and 
the Etappen Gebiet. 

“The well-known tendency of sensa- 
tional reports to éxaggerate themselves, 
especially in time of war ané@ in a sit- 
uation like that existing here, with no 
newspapers to serve as a daily clearing 
house for all the rumors that are as 
avidly believed as they are eagerly re- 
peated, should, of course, be considered, 
but even if a modicum of all that is 
told is true, there still remains enough 
to‘stamp this deed as one ofahe foulest 
that history records. 

“I am constantly in receipt of reports 
from all over Belgium that tend to bear 
out the stories one constantly hears of 
brutality and cruelty. A number of men 
sent back to Mons are said. to be in a 
dying condition, many of them tubercu- 
lar. At Malines and at Antwerp returned 
men have died, their friends asserting 
that they have been victims of neglect 
and cruelty, of cold, of exposure, of 
hunger. 

Food Gifts Used for Coercion., 

“I have had requests from the Burgo- 
masters of 10 communes from La Lou- 
viere, asking that permission be ob- 
tained to send to the deported men in 
Germany packages of food similar to 
those that are being sent to prisoners 
of war. Thus far the German authori- 
ties: have refused to permit this except 
in special instances, and returning Bel- 
gians claim that even when such pack- 
ages are received they are used by the 
camp authorities only as another means 
of coercing then to sign the agreements 
to. work. 

“Tt is said that in spite of the liberal 
salary promised those who would sign 
voluntarily, no money has as yet been 
received in Belgium from workmen in 

y. 

“One interesting result of the deporta- 
tions remains to be noted, a result that 
,once more places in relief the German 
capacity for blundering, almost as great 


jas the German capacity for cruelty. 


They have dealt a mortal blow to any 
prospect they may ever have had of

“AMERICAN HOUSE” 


N PARIS PROPOSED 


Uruguay Consul Suggests Com- 
bined Businéss Headquarters 
for American Republics. 


(Correspondence of Associated Press.) 
PARIS, April 7.—Ramon Lopez Lomba, 


Consul General of Uruguay, proposes 


the building in Paris of what he calls 
to serve as head- 
quarters of American republics in 
France and develop social intercourse 
between subjects of American republics 
residing in or visiting the capital. 

The propect amounts to the establish- 
ment of a sort of Pan-American associ- 
ation like that at Washbington, that 
would group 21 American republics with 
Canada and the French and Dutch pos- 
sessions on the new continent. 

“The excellent work of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Union in Washington which has 
never encountered the slightest objec- 
tion,”’ says Senor Lomba, “is the best 
indication of the feasibility of the Amer- 
ican House in Paris.”’ 

“This institution should be semi-of- 
ficial,”” he added, ‘“‘that is to say that 
it ought to be subsidized by different 
Governments represented. lt would 
have for a special object the develop- 
ment of a better acquaintance of Eu- 
rope by Americans and of America by 
Europeans, and to develop relations 
between the two continents. A whole 
collection of institutions might find 
place in this institution; first, a gen- 
eral information bureau in which each 
American country would have its sep- 
arate office, while a general office 
might centralize information relating to 
all of the countries, for instance, prices 
of different American securities, quo- 
nations on the diferent exchanges cur- 
rent prices of principal products and 
movements of shipping. 

“The museum attached to this in- 
stitution,’’ said Lomba, “‘might com- 
prise a commercial section with a 
permanent exhibition of American prod- 
ucts that would put American re- 
sources in touch with French buyers; 
a fine arts section that would organize 
an annual exhibition that would en- 
able American artists to become better 
acquainted; a section of natural history 
another of ethnography.”’ 

Senor Lomba proposes as one feature 
of this institution a sort of combined 
“Family House,’’ to be used as a home 
by American students in Paris and 
prevent the evil effects of young per- 
sons being dispersed in Paris. 

The closer relations of American re- 
publics to each other and to Europe 
by the development of means of com- 
munication, he suggests, would make 
desirable the establishment of a uni- 
versity in connection’ with this instli- 
tution in which would be given courses 
in the history, geography and legis- 
lation of American countries, thus pro- 
viding knowledge that will be more 
necessary in the future with increased 
business relations. 

“Certain of the Latin-Aanerican re- 
publics,” says Lomba, ‘“‘would like to 
exclude the United States from this 
project because they imagine there mav 
be developed in the great republic of 
North America a desire for absorption 
or at least of hegemony. As far as I 
am concerned, I think it purely imagin- 
ary and that it is a calumny against the 
people of the United States to attribute 
to them such a state of mind. It would 
be profoundly regrettable if the South 
American and Central American re- 
publics deprived themselves voluntarily 
of the co-operation of North Americans 
who would aid them materially to ex- 
ploit their natural resources. 

‘Some North Americans have also 
raised objections to the creation of this 
American House, thinking that it would 
amount to obstruction to the cémmerce 
in the United States with the Latin- 
American republics, by aiding them to 
develop their commercial relations di- 
rect with European countries. They 
forget that the same institution would 
permit the United States to increase 
its outlet upon European markets.”’ 

“That France would welcome and 
favor such a project since it would 
facilitate contact by French manufac- 
turers with all the markets of the new 
world,’’ is Lomba's belief.

THOROUGH MOTOR TEST 
WITH DYNAMOMETER 


One of the interesting features of the 
mechanical operations at the Willys- 
Overland company's Toledo factory is 
the solution of the problem of testing 
all motors thoroughly to discover any’ 
mechanica! flaw before final assembly. 
Every four and six cylinder engine is 
block tested before.it leaves the Toledo 
factory. The Willys-Knight four and 
eight cylinder motors are tested thor- 
oughly at the Willys-Overland factory 
in Elyria, O., before being shipped tu 
Toledo. 

To take care of the enormous number 
of engines that are block tested at the 
Toledo plant several dynamo meter 
rooms have been opened. 

In the block test room for light four 
motors -there are facilities gor testing 
0 motors thoroughly each day. The 
motors are mounted on “blocks” and 
for a while are operated by the dyna- 
mos to which they are attached. 

After the parts are deemed sufficiently 
“run in,” the engines are given fuel 
and are allowed to operate the dynamos, 
being run that way for hours at a time. 
until they are considered ready for the 
chassis assembly. 

Immediately after the dynamometer 
test all the oi] bases-are unscrewed ani 
the parts are examined and cleaned 
thoroughly before being sent to the as- 
sembly rooms. ! 

Another instance of the efficiency and 
economy of operation practiced at the 
Willys-Overland factory is displayed in 
these “block’’ test rooms. The power 
generated constantly by the motors on 
the “‘blocks’’ is used to operate other 
equipment throughout the plant. 
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SOLDIERS REPEL 
“ENEMY’S” EFFORT 


Eighty-five men of the Tenth Com- 
pany, coast artillery corps, under Lieut. 
Frederitk Price, early the morning of 
March 18 made a record run from San 
Francisco to Half Moon Bay to repel an 
imaginary invasion from the sea. The 
run was made in one hour and 15 min- 
utes in 20 cars and two trucks of the 
Chester N. Weaver company, San Fran- 
cisco distributer of Studebaker automo- 
viles. 

Maj. S. F. Bottoms was in command 
of the trip, which was made in accord- 
ance with an offer to the militia au- 
thorities at the Presidio by the Stude- 
baker men at the time of this Govern- 
ment’s severing of diplomatic relations 
with Germany. Although the offer was 
accepted at that time, the Studebaker 
organization was not nctified in advance 
when they would be called on. 

At 3:30 o’clock the morning of March 
18 the call came to be ready by 7:30 a* 
the Presidio. At the hour appointed the 
caravan, each car in charge of a Stude- 
baker driver and carrying its quota of 
soldiers, proceeded via the San Mateo 
road. 

Not a halt or a- mishap delayed the 
run, and at 8:45 the force was landed on 
the bay shore, the two machine guns 
unloaded from the truck and hurry-up 
preparations made to prevent the im- 
aginary hostile fleet from landing men. 
Considering that the distance is 39% 
miles, it will be readily appreciated what 
the time means.

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STEAM TRUCK FOR ARMY. 


The General Engineering Co. of 
Detroit is now completing a special 
design of the Doble steam power 
plant for use in trucks. The work is 
being accelerated in every possible 
way in order that a finished truck 
may soon be submitted to the U. S&S. 
War Department for tests. 

Numerous inquiries for Doble 
trucks have been received from army 
and other Government sources, one 
being in connection with armored 
cars. Many advantages are claimed 
for the steam truck in army trans- 
port work.

T was near Neuf Becquin that we 

met Joan Audran. For 24 hours 
she was a constant topic of con- 
versation among the men. Our 
part of the line was rather shaky, 
having been shelled since day- 
break.

front line. For this purpose a cavalry brigade was 
dismounted. We dismounted in sections, the number 
threes leading away the horses while the men doubled 
across the stubble and dropped into a ditch by the 
roadside under an increasing rifle and machine-gun 
fire. | 

Suddenly up the road came a bicyclist making good 
time. As the figure approached we saw that it was 
a slim girl, her hair waving about her shapely head 
and a basket swinging from her handlebars. She 
passed us with a smile and a waving of her hand as 
the men stood out of the ditch and cheered. 

A moment later and the fire became hotter, chiefly 
in the direction in which the girl had disappeared. 
Presently we, too, came under a hot shell fire. Or- 
ders came to move. Two hundred yards further 
along the road we found comparative peace, but only 
for a space of 10 minutes, and then a tornado broke 
loose. Again we moved and again we were located. 
Fresh orders arrived. We were to reinforce the shat- 
tered line on our left. As we shifted our position 
a cloud of gray figures rose from our front and in 
short dashes, but in perfect alignment, came irre- 
sistibly towards us. 

‘Don’t waste ammunition. Mark your man. Hold 
your fire. Half left at 300 yards.” The orders fol- 
lower in rapid succession. Then came the order for 
“five rounds rapid.” The rifles rang out. “Let ’em 
have it. Independent fire.’’ 

The advancing enemy halted. A second later and 
they began to slink back to cover. The attack was 
repulsed. We waited. The sun hitherto distressing- 
ly hot began to wane and twilight fell with welcome 
speed. Away down the road a column of khaki could 
be seen approaching. The relief! Half an hour later 
the word came to retire. At this moment along the 
road came a little procession. Leading it was a girl 
with a wounded solcicr on one arm, while with the 
other she pushed a battered bicycle. Other wounded 
French soldiers followed, The girl smiled with happy 
pride upon the youth at her side, and our men ran 
forward to help her. An overcoat with a rifle pushed 
through the sleeves made a tolerable stretcher. The 
girl, with a grateful smile, surrendered her charge, 
and then, with a word of thanks, slipped in a heap 
to the ground. Beneath her radiant hair there flowed 
a tiny stream of blood. Wounded early in her ride, 
she had fulfilled her mission of mercy and taken food 
to her brother and brought him out of the fight when 
injured. e 

A staff officer came riding down the road. With curt 
orders he cleared the crowd from around the girl. He 
stooped over the recumbent figufe. With deft finger 
he drew open the sleeves of her blouse. From be- 
neath the material he drew forth two square pieces of 
colored bunting, each furnished with 
a collapsible rod attached with elastic 
to her shoulder. The officers present 
drew forward in amazement. Signal- 
ing flags! :

battle scenes I witnessed,-searing the memory as 
they did. The thing that sticks with me is an inci- 
dent, typical of many that have occurred in Britain, 
France and Germany, where hardly a house is left 
unmarked by mourning. This is it: , 

At the outbreak of the war a retired Colonel, Von 
Konig, of the German army, had three sons as offi- 
cers in the field and two younger sons at home with 
him and his old wife. 

In the first advance through Belgium two scns 
were killed and a third died on the Russian front. 
When the “field of honor’ had claimed the three, 
the Colonel’s house, which had supplied sons to the 
colors since before Frederick the Great, was without 
a scion under arms. The fourth son, though only 
19, insisted that he must go “out there” for the 
honor of his line, and he went—to meet his death two 
weeks later as an “officier-aspirante.” 

Of five there was now left only one, the last born, 
aged 17. He demanded the right that had not been 
withheld from his brothers, and the old people could 
not deny him. ‘ 

He was ordered to the operations around Verdun. 
For three weeks the Colonel and his wife stood the 
strain until even their Spartan spirit cracked. The 
old man, obtaining special permission, visited the 
Kaiser, then at Great General Headquarters in the 
East. He told his story to the Emperor and begged 
that the last of his sons be saved by shifting him 
from the front to some bureau work within the lines. 
The Kaiser, much moved, at once directed that the 
boy be so detailed, and with the order given per- 
sonally into his hands, the old man set out joy- 
fully on his trip to the division to which his son 
was attached, first seeking to thank the Kaiser. 
“No,” said Wilhelm, “it is I and my country who 
must thank you for your devotion and the, fearful 
sacrifice you have made. You have done nobly, but 
at a great cost.” 

The Colonel sped to the headquarters of his son’s 
division and there, with a hand trembling with eager- 
ness to snatch his boy from death, presented the im- 
perial order to the General commanding. That officer 
blinked at the paper a moment and then said slowly:

“TARNOW IN GALICIA,” 
By F. E. Kleinschmidt. 


HAT was the most dramatic 


mf \ x } ~ incident I saw in tae war?” 


That is a very difficult 
question to answer. 

The average war correspondent, waiting 
at war press headquarters for an oppor- 
tunity to be taken perhaps once a month 
under military escort to a certain sector 
or front where a battle has been fought, or 
position or fortress has been ta..en, usual- 
ly gets there after everything is over (for 
no nation allows a war correspondent to 
go there as long as the issue is in doubt), 
could perhaps more easily answer your 
question. 
years continuously on the front, moving 
and camping with the armies direct on the firing line 
on the Russian front. 

I have witnessed hundreds of dramatic incidents, 
such as aerial combats, with sensational thrills that 
defy the imagination. I have flown myself over the 
enemies’ lines, attacked by 50 guns. I have seen 
bayonet charges’ and counter charges. I have even 
photographed: men getting shot within 20 feet of 
me. As one great dramatic spectacle, I witnessed 
the great fourth Isonzo battle on the Doberdo Pla- 
teau, as bloody a battle as either the Verdun or 
Somme battles. I “have seen individual heroism of 
friend and foe and life and death struggles of men 
and beast that pen can scarcely describe. 

Imagine one incident: At the head of a column 
of cavalry, we'swam the River Bug in Russia and 
were first to enter the fortress and city of Brest- 
Litowsk in Russia. A beautiful city of 60,000 inhab- 
itants one sea of flame—not a human being left in 
the whole city. Hotels, private residences, business 
blocks and municipal buildings all in flames. The 
smoke transforming daylight into night. The Rus- 
sians, trying to duplicate the strategy used against 
Napoleon in 1812, had evacuated the city, driven the 
inhabitants into the interior of Russia and then the 
last Cossacks had put the torch to it so as to leave 
no sheiter or sustenance for the pursuing enemy. 


The houses almost cried out to you to help them and ~ 


stay the flames. 

On the road between Brest-Litowsk and Pinsk we 
caught up with these poor homeless evacuated peo- 
ple with their ox carts, wagons, belongings and wives 
and children. The vanguard of the armies with 
whom I was, was shelling the rearguard of the Rus- 
sians and thesé in turn were shelling our vanguard. 
There poor innocent people, caught in the zone of 
war between the contending armies, received shell 
fire from both. Men, women, children and animals, 
one dreadful mass of maimed, bleeding, writhing 
bodies. The screams of the women and children: 
“Bushy Moy! Bushy Moy!” (My God! My God!) 
will ring in my ears to my dying day. I saw one 
woman with a baby two days old. 

I saw a battalion of 857 Bersbalieri decimated in 
35 minutes on the slopes of the St. Michele; only 15 
men left alive, eight of them wounded. I have seen 
the ‘soldier dividing his rations with unfortunate 
women and children, helping them in their distress 
and treating the.soldier who was only an hour az» 
his deadly enemy as a comrade.°-I am not speaking 
of one or two nationalities, but of all. -For two years 
at the vanguard of the armies-and oné of the first 


to enter Tarnow, Belgrade, Brest-Litowsk, I have 


never once seen a single instance where a soldier 
committed a crime against humanity or soctety. -.. 

The most.dramatic incident indel- 
ibly imprinted upon my memory hap- 
pened at Tarnow. 

The Russians had evacuated the 
town at 4 a. m. Six hours later seven 
of us entered the town at the head of 
an escadron of Hungarian Honved 
Hussars. I have seen excited crowds 
at a ball game and under political 
and patriotic influence, but never 
anything like our reception in Tar- 
now. The frenzied, surging crowds 
inundated us with flowers. My coat, 
sleeves and boots were showered with 
kisses from men and women in all 
social ranks. | 

I was never in my life so thrown 
out of gear as during that hour on 
the market square at Tarnow, amid 
the fervid, frenzied crowd of its in- 
habitants. ' 

SHE WHO WAITED,

through the loathsome miseries of the typhus epidemic in 
Servia; to Constantinople during the battle of Gallipoh 
and while the deportation and massacre of Armenians 
Was a horror at its climax; into a submarine disaster at 
sea; through the packed hospitals of Egypt and Malta; on 
to the ghastly wastes of devastated France; to the pitiful 


strip of sand where the King of the Belgians clings to the’ 


last acre of his despoiled and strangled country; and into 
the camps of the terrified ones who fled. Then my 
thoughts paused before one little old woman—a Belgian. 

If balf a million strangers should come to New York 
we would no doubt be able to take care of them, but if 
they should all come at once and unexpectedly, we 
should, at least, have to make special arrangements for 
them and—as England did for the Belgians—we proba- 
bly would open every available shelter for their accom- 
modation. 

The Crystal Palace, a papier mache, pine board,.tinsel, 
glass and sky-biue paint temple of midsummer madness 
became the principal camp for Belgian refugees in 
London. It is furnished with Ferris wheels, switchback 
railways, chutes and all such paraphernalia of frivolity, 
and it has wide sanded courts with fountains—fountains 
, now dry, which seem to be revealing with a kind of 
thirsty, arid protest the secrets of their colorful and 
cunningly devised basins. 

I was walking through one of these sanded courts with 
the superintendent when I saw the little old woman. 
There were more than 3000 refugees there at that time 
and I had peeped into their sleeping quarters, into vast 
improvised kitchens and dining rooms, into sewing 
tooms and workrooms of various kinds, into milk kitch- 
ens for babies and into baby hospitals, and we were on 
our way to the schoolrooms and the little chapel which 
was gaily decorated with pink pictures of freaks and had 
onee housed a snake charmer, a giant, a dwarf and a 
tattooed man. 

The little old woman was sitting on a bench in the 
sun. She was neatly dressed in a rusty old black suit 
and a rather dilapidated but carefully adjusted bonnet. 
She wore black cotton gloves and her hands were fold- 
ed sedately in her lap. Beside her on the bench was a 
small black satchel and a bundle done up in a piece of 
checked muslin. She sat very still but seemed, at the 
game time, to be strangely alert, as though she were 
waiting for someone momentarily expected. 

“Sending the old lady away?” I asked the superin- 
tendent. 

“No,” he replied, “she is going away. She bas been go- 
ing away every day now for nearly two years. She is 
waiting for the boat to Belgium and she doesn’t intend 
to miss it. We don’t pay any attention to her any 
more; let her do just as she pleases. And she isn’t 
crazy, either. She is less trouble than anyone else on 
the place. She gets up every morning and makes her 
bed and cleans up in a scrupulous kind of way that 
means finality for her, packs her few belongings, puts 
on her hat and gloves and comes out here to sit down 
and wait. If it is bad weather she gets under shelter 
like a sensible person, but always she just waite—waits 
to go home. It is exactly like spending two years in a 
railway station.” 

And that seems to me to be the most tragic thing I 
have seen in the European war zones. That old woman 
personified for me the waiting thousands of  grief- 
numbed women who will one day hear the long-waited- 
for call “All aboard!”’’—the sad-eyed thousands who will 
go back to desolation and waste where homes were in 
the happy times; go back to look in new graveyards for 
the names of men whose hearts were once their homes— 
the only homes indispensable to their bappiness. 


THE PRIEST IN THE TOWER, 
By Mary Roberts Rinehart. 


HE most dramatic thing | saw at the war was a 
terrified correspondent, exactly half way be- 
tween the hostile trenches in no man’s land. 

I was the correspondent. 

Now I know that the usual idea of a war-correspond- 
ent is of a cool-eyed individual who is as handy with 
a gun as a fountain pen, and who never makes notes in 
his notebook with hands so shaky that he cannot read 
those notes later on. 

Alas! I have some 10 pages of notes made at various 
times that I shal] never be able to decipher! 

Now the truth about that no man’s land excursion is 
this. I was offered a chance one night to go into the 
forbidden strip. How far was not specified. 

I should, I think, have been quite satisfied with 10 
feet, on a dark night, preferably rainy. But the Belgian 
officer kept on and on, and | am a proud person and 
ashamed to say when I am scared. So we walked and 
walked and walked. And stood still when fusees flared 
overhead— all but my teeth, which are my own, but 
which behave abominably. And prepared to lie flat 
when the snipers began, because there was a.full moon 
as well as fusees. 

And now and then the offcer asked me if I was fright- 
ened and I shook my head ‘‘No,” because I could not 
speak. 

It was no comfort to me to know that | was getting 
a good story. | felt that it was all a mistake, that I 
should never have gone to the war at all. And I felt, 
too, that the Belgian officer was intent on suicide, but 
that life was still dear to me. : 

And still we went on. 

Before I knew it the German trenches were Yn plain 
view, only 600 feet away. Now 600 feet is a good bit 
of ground to pay taxes on, but a mere bagatelle to a 
German who has been reared witb a rifle instead of a 
pursing bottle, especially in a strip of territory which 
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Not a round of shells left. 


is considerably flatter than the palm of a hand and 
has not so much as bush by way of shelter. 

I fell once, going flat. I was quite certain I had 
been shot, because one is supposed never to hear the 
gun that does the damage. 

It was horribly still. East and west there was desul- 
tory firing, but there was nothing here--except the 
fusees, which hung over us constantly. The Belgian of- 
ficer observed, in a low tone, that they were watching 
us! As my French had left me 20 feet in front of the 
barbed wire, and as he had no English, I replied in atro- 
cious German, which he spoke well. 

I have always thought it rather amusing that our 
whispers from that time on were in German! 

Then at last we reached the outpost. And I stood 
behind the shattered wall of a tower and tried to for- 
get that I would have to go back again, over that ter- 
rible strip of land. 

It was there, at that outpost, that I met the bravest 
man I saw at the war. He came down out of that 
ruined tower by a rope ladder, and was, I am sure, more 
astounded by seeing a woman below than he would 
have been by anything short of the Kaiser with a white 
flag. 

Day after day this observer, who had been a priest, 
who was still a priest, although he wore a soldier's uni- 
form, stayed in his lookout with a telephone wire con- 
necting him with the batteries behind. Morning and 
evening the Germans had shelled this tower until there 
now remained of it nothing but two sides and those 
filled with great holes. Of the church there was noth- 
ing left but a heap of stone and plaster. Up what had 
once been the rear of the tower was a rope ladder. All 
around was the stench of death. 

He was a little man with a matter of fact manner 
and a cheerful smile. Now and then around the base of 
his tower there was hand to hand fighting. He came 
down at night, when it was al] over and buried the dead. 
and true to his faith, he put up a wooden cross over 
each grave. 

There was no hope for him. None whatever. He held 
alone, the most advanced post in what was left of B - 
gium. in front of him crouched a savage and ruthless 
enemy, using every resource to destroy him. Behind 
him was the weary army of his countrymen, a frag- 
ment, even if a glorious one. 

He was, I think, Belgium. 

We left him there, watching him as he climbed his 
rope ladder to his vigil above the little wooden crosss, 
left him to his prayers and his telephone and his death. 
which was inevitable. Left him there in the Shadow 
Land between life and death, in that border world where 
to set foot is to face eternity and to remain is to 
meet it. 

Standing there in the moonlight on that sad ani 
bloodstained fragment that was once the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold, I am not ashamed to say that I, too, sail 
a prayer. German or Belgian, French or English, this 
was that holy place where men had died for an ideal, 
were indeed dying then. 

For as we started back in the moonlight, heavy artil- 
lery firing commenced east and west of us. 

So we left the soldier-priest to his shadow land, and 
his telephone and his prayers. And, a trifle cold in 
the spine, for it is hard to turn one’s back to a hostile 
gun, set out on the return trip. And a cat that had once 
caught mice in the church and was now only a skele- 
ton. but blac’, which is a lucky sign, went with us and 
brought us safely through. 


THE FALL OF WARSAW, 
By Stanley Washburne. 


HE most dramatic and tragic situation that I 
have ever seen, either in this war or any other, 
developed during the last days in the defense 
of Warsaw when the Russians, outnumbered, 

ill-equipped and short of guns and ammunition, were 
frantically trying to hold on to their position on the 
Narev and other lines defending Warsaw. Only now, 
when the truth about conditions in Russia, is becoming 
known, is it possible for the world at large to realize 
what these last days in Warsaw meant. Everybody that 
the Russians could muster with arms was thrown onto 
this front. Day after day new formations kept coming 
against them and day by day the capacity to meet the 
tornadoes of German shells was decreasing. 

I had been on the Narev line for hours toward the last 
of July, 1915, when the Russian guns became almost si- 
lent for want of shells while with the steady monotony 
of clockwork huge German shells were blowing the Rus- 
sian positions into fragments. I saw caissons coming up 
from the steel head 20 miles in the Russian rear, the 
six horses at a dead gallop, their sides white with lath- 
er and the blood dripping from their nostrils, that the 
few shells that arrived from hour to hour might be fed 
to the starving guns hanging onto their shrapnel-swept 


positions at the front. 
The arrival of each fresh supply of ammunition meant 


20 more minutes of fire, and then again the long pause - 


until a new supply might come up. The intervals be- 
tween the arrivals of shells became longer and longer 
end finally one saw the loaded cases not at all. Then, 
at a time when a field gun, properly gerved, would have 


been worth its weight in gold, I saw battery after bat- 


tery limber up and drag wearily to the rear—not a round 
of ammunition left to fire. Three hours later I saw the 


the soldiers in bloody bandages, come slowly back over 
the Vistula, their numbers decimated and their small- 


arm ammunition gone. 


That night Warsaw fell. 
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The Germans announced that the capital of Poland 
the assaults of thelr infantry.

For this country this incident presents a stirring ob- 


ject lesson. If the pacifists and other organizations that 
circulated petitions against preparedmess could have 
seen the 70 battlefields that I have seen, strewn with 
dead and wounded, slaughtered because an irresponsible 
Government had not given its sons weapons with which 
to fight, these same star-gazing individuals would have 
discarded their petitions and gone to their Congress- 
men and Senators and forced them to pass measures that 
would at least give the youth of this country a fighting 
chance, 

I was in one battle this summer where the Russians 
lost 30,000 in two days, due largely to lack of aero-

THE HOMESICK ENEMIES, 4

HE most dramatic thing I saw in the war was 

a very quiet drama after all. 
Easter Monday of last year found me far up 
in the Alps with a regiment of Italian Alpini. 
Headquarters was at a settlement of goatherd huts far 
up toward the glacier; above us were the peaks, the 
glacier and the snow trenches where the men were liv- 
ing like Eskimos. There had been a thaw that day, 
which started the avalanches, and al] transport had 
been stopped, so I remained at headquarters. There 
I made the acquaintance of a Sergeant, a telephone op- 
erator, who acted also as interpreter. He had lived in 
Chicage from the time he was 8 years old until the 
outbreak of the war, and he was pathetically homesick 
for the only real home he knew. The one thing | could 
do for him, when I got back to Rome, he told me, was 
to send him a Chicago paper. He wanted especially 
to know just how the White Sox came out the season 

before. 

That day at luncheon came the news that a Lieutenant, 
out on the glacier, had been shot through the lung and 
probably fatally wounded. Also, some of the Italian- 
American soldiers told me that an Austrian deserter 
was coming down. Just after luncheon, the deserter ap- 
peared—a great hulk of a man in a white uniform. I 
noted that, unlike most deserters, who are very glad to 
get away, he seemed ill at ease. | talked him over in 
English with the Lieutenant who was my guide. 

Suddenly he turned on me and said, ix perfect Ameri- 
canese: ‘‘What are you doing up here?”’-+ explained. 
“And why are you here?’ I asked. “Because I am a 
—fool!”’ he replied. He went on to say tbat he had 
lived for 16 years in Pittsburg, where he nad a family, 
that he had neglected to get naturalized, that the war 
had caught him in Austria visting his mojher, thai he 
had been nabbed for the army and had been waiting bis 
chance to get away—for he was ho ick for Pittsburg. 
He asked me especially if I thought he would be al- 
lowed to go home now that he had deserted. 

He was led away by the guard; and my friend, the 
Italian Lieutenant, turned and cursed him roundly. 
“What's that for?” I asked. “It’s because one of the 
finest young officers we have has given his life for 
that deserter!” said the Lieutenant. Then he explained. 
Up on the glacier there are no communication trenches. 
Men get in and out by taking advantage of the weather. 

That morning a mist had settled down on the glacier, 
and the Lieutenant bad taken that occasion to get the 
deserter back to camp. Just after they started a rift 
blew in the mist, making them a perfect target. The 
Austrians turned a machine gun on them. The Ser- 
geant who accompanied them was killed, the Lieutenant 
fatally wounded and the only one who escaped was the 
deserter. Hence the feelings of my friend the Lieu- 
tenant. 7 

I started back to my quarters. As I passed the little 
hut which was the Colonel’s office I glanced in through 
the window. The homesick Austrian from Pittsburg was 
being questioned for military information—by the home- 
sick Italian from Chicago! 


THE SHELL THAT EMPTIED A TOWN, 
By Wilber G. Sheppard. 


HE dramatic things ] have seen in war have been 
not the things that happen to human bodies. but 
the events that befall homan minds and hearts.

I had seen refugees by the thousands, on both sides 
in the great war, choking the roads in France and Ga- 
licia, but 1 never understood the tragedy of the refugee 
until | went through this experience one beautiful spring 
morning in Belgium. 

Poperinghe was so far behind the lines that the vil- 
lage folk there, on this bright morning, were going 
happily about their affairs, unmindful that the trenches 
were only 25 miles away. No shells had ever fallen 
near them. 

An explosion shook the town. The first German shell 
they had ever seen shattered a battery and stretched 
four mangled bodies on the cobblestones. Civilians 
cushed for their homes; shouts filled the place. In all 
the houses there was a tremendous scurrying to select 
the most precious possessions. Shortly, on the sidewalks, 
in front of their doors, stood family groups, gathered 
about small piles of family goods. But no one seemed 


willing to take to the roads that led out of town. 
Another explosion came and blew up the market place. 
Up. and down the streets family groups shouted to 
each other such questions as these:

Behind this report is the terrible 
story of the drug that destroyed the 


efficiency of hundreds of millions of 
people in the Orient, of the commercial 
greed of enlightened Great Britain, 
which refused to permit Cathay to 
free itself from the tentacles of its destroyer and of the 
final suppression of opium after the most as duous trials 
in the history of reform. 

The public mind generally associate, opium wiih 
China, but tke truth is that the poppy ettract was forced 
upon the country for purely commes%@l] reasons. From 
the very beginning of the trade in. che drug the rulers of 
the Celestial Kingdom fought for its suppression, but the 
profits of the business were too great for England to 
give it up. AT ONE TIME BRITAIN WENT TO WAR 
WITH CHINA TO VINDICATE ITS RIGHT TO SELL 
OPIUM TO THE MONGOLIANS. 

The properties of the opium poppy were known even 
before the days of Christ. Up to the twelfth century the 
plant was grown commercially only in Asia Minor. With 
the spread of Islam the poppy was carried into India. In 
the thirteenth century nomadic Arabs brought it to 
the fringes of China, where it was used altogether for 
medicinal purposes. Not until the seventeenth century 


was opium employed for smoking. As early as 1729. 


the Emperor Yung Cheng promulgated an edict forbid- 
ding it. |! p to that time a very small amount had been 
broueht into the empire, most of it from India. In 1757 
the monuycoly of opium cultivation in India fell into the 
hands of the British East India Co. Up to 1773 the 
trade in opium between India and China remained in 
the bands of the Portuguese, but that ~° 
year the british monopoly took hold of 
the transportation of the drug. Immedi- 
ately the trade increased tremendously. 

in 1776 the annual export was 1000 chests. 
Within 15 years it had reached 6000 chests 
and by 1820 approximately 20,000 chests 
were shipped into China from British In- 
dia. In the meantime 
ruler after ruler of 
China had promul- 
gated edicts forbid- 
ding the. importation 
of the drug, but the 
British East India 
Co., with a power- 
ful Government be- 
hind it, paid scant 
attention to the pro- 
hibition. Later, 
when China made 
threats, the British 
used depot ships an- 
chored in the har- 
bors, where the Chi- 
nese came to buy the 
drug, which was 
growing more popu- 
lar each year.

In 1839 the Emperor 
Tao-Kwang- sent a 
Commissioner to the 
port to demand of 
the British that the 
depot ships carrying 
opium be withdrawn.

“Gevernment. The Commissioner ‘thereupon 
seized 20,000 chests of opium, valued at $10,000,000, and

In order to protect a business that was ruining the 
health and activity of an entire nation England declared 
war on defenseless China in 1840. The British fleet 
found little o* no opposition and after the reduction 
of a series «f intique forts, China agreed to cede Hong- 
kong to the B itish and to pay an indemnity of $6,000,000 
tor the destroyed opium. }he Emperor refused later to 
#gree to the terms and the war was resumed. Some more 
antique forts and defenseless villages fell into the hands 
of the invader, and in 1842 China was forced to agree to 
even more humiliating terms. The indemnity was raised 
to $21,000,000 and four more ports—Amoy, Ningpo, Shang- 
hai and Fu Chow were thrown open to the foreign trade 
—which meant the opium trade as far as the British 
East India Co. was concerned. 

In 1857 England again went to war to aid a revolu- 
tionary party in China. The following year, when peace 
was arranged, the British saw to it that in the revision 
of the customs laws the importation of opium was le- 
galized. From that time, in spite of the constant protests 
of the Chinese Government, the importation of the drug 
increased. From 52,925 piculs (a picul is 133 1-3 pounds) 
in 1850, it rose to 96,839 in 1880. While the court at 
Pekin was honestly endeavoring to suppress the foreign 
trade in opium, several of the provincial Governors en- 
couraged the traffic, nor could the home Government 
stop the home cultivation of the drug. The industry 
increased so,rapidly that by the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century the poppy was being grown in every prov- 
ince in China. At that time about 20,000 tons of opium 
was being used in China, one-seventh of which came 
from India. The rest was of home production. 

In 1906 the Chinese Government decided to take 
drastic steps for the suppression of the opium trade, 
which by this time had rendered almost the entire na- 
tion helpless. On Sept. 20 an edict was promulgated 
which was designed to eradicate the opium evil in 10 
years. The cultivation of the poppy was forbidden and 
the smoking of opium interdieted. As an indication of

the earnestness of its purpose the Government allowed 
the officials of the various districts six months in which 
to break off the use of the drug and provided heavy 
penalties for failure to do so. In October of the same 


‘year the American Government in the Philippines, hav- 


ing to deal with the opium trade, raised the question of 
t,king joint measures for its suppression by the Powers 
interested. 

Ar « result a conference met in Shanghai in February, 
1909, « which China, the United States, Great Britain, 
Austria, Germany, France, Italy, Persia, Portugal, Japan 
and Russia sent delegates. At this meeting it was re- 
solved that it was the duty of the respective Govern- 
ments to pre # >t the importation of opium to any coun- 
try that forbade its use; that drastic measures be 
taken to against the-use of morphine and that all anti- 
opium preparations be investigated and that all Govern- 
ments having concessions in Uhina forbid opium smok- 
ing on their property. 

The: British Government made an offer in 1907 to re- 
duce the amount of opium exported from India to ports 
beyond the seas by 5100 chests, one-tenth of the 
amount annually taken by China, each year until 
1910, and that, if during these three years, the Chinese 
Government had carried out its plan of redueing the cul- 
tivation of the poppy in China, the British Government 
was prepared to continue the same 
rate of reduction until 1916, when the 
imports to China would come to an 
end. China accepted the proposition. 

In 1913 the International Opium Con- 
ference met at The Hague and 44 
nations agreed to forbid the exporta- 
tion and importation of opium. At that 
time Britain announced 

that further importa- 
tion of the drug from 
any of its possessions 
would be absolutely for- 
bidden.

Since then.there has, of course, been considerable 
smuggling anid some clandestine raising of the poppy in 
isolated parts of China, but the habit is disappearing 
at remarkable speed. Five years ago the opium trade in 
Hongkong was estimated at $20,000,000 annually. This 
year it is negligible. 

When we consider that of the 409,000,000 people in 
China it was estimated 10 years ago that from 150,000,000 
to 200,000,000 were addicted to the habit, the magnitude 
of the task of reform can be readily.visualized. The 
State of Kansas, with about 2,000,000 enlightened resi- 
dents, has tried for about 20 years to wipe out blind 
tigers with indifferent success, and here is China, with 
an ignorant population, widely scattered and torn by 
revolution, practically putting an end in 10 years to a 
habit of centuries. 

Despite the changes of government in China and the 
great war, there has been no let up in the work of re- 
form. It is not so much the campaign of the rulers of 
the country as that of the thinking part of the popu- 
lation. In the past 10 years opium valued at millions 
of dollars has been seized in China and burned; pipes 
by the thousand and other paraphernalia have been 
destroyed. The republic hopes to wipe out the evil, root 
and branch. 

China awoke to the evils of the opium habit just in 
time. The continued ufe of the drug had sapped the 
vitality of the people to a point where an entire race was 
in danger of extinction through passivity. The habit 
was just as common with officials and high-caste Chi- 
nese as with coolies. Thébest acreage in the dominion 
had been given over to the cultivation of the poppy, 
causing recurring famines*through lack of cereals. 


Opium does not work on the system rapidly. It is 
slow and insidious. The victim experiences a delicious 
languor, accompanied by pleasant day dreams. As time 
goes on more and more of the drug is demanded. There is 
a loss of appetite and energy. Within a few years the 
victim bas reached a point where nothing matters ex- 
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covered with a plaster cast.

Here is a typical report from .one of the officials 
charged with the suppression of the opium in an iso- 
lated province of China: . 

“There have been eight burnings of opium and opium 
fixtures amounting as follows: Pipes, 4433; pipe bowls, 
4482; lamps, 3693; boxes, 3497;° plates, 3620; needles, 
£971; cooking vessels, large, 427; cooking vessels, small, 
87; opium destroyed, 3138 ounces; opium deposits from 
pipes, 577 ounces.”’ 

“One of the most striking evidences of the earnest- 
ness of the campaign,” writes a sociologist who has 
spent several years in China, “has been the efforts of 
the officials to give up the personal use of opium. Some 
of these, long in the thralidom of the habit, have lost 
their lives in the heroic struggle to free themselves. The 
tragic note in the reform has not hindered its prog- 
ress, however, and t*usands of officials have suc- 
ceeded in abandonii pipe. Some at first sought 
temporary protection in deception, but testing bureaus 
were established and those found continuing the use ef 
opium were summarily dealt with regardless of rank or 
degree.”’ 

Within three years after the inauguration of the new 
era the production of the poppy had been reduced 50 
per cent. Today it is virtually eliminated. In many 
of the isolated s:ctions it has taken the armed forces 
of the country to secure compliance with the law. 

The effect of the opium legislation is already visible 
in China. Agricultural products are on the increase and 
industries are more fully manned than ever before. 

The fact that there 
is no known cure for 
the opium habit ex- 
cept the exercise of 
will power makes the 
change in China 
more remarkable,. In 
its early attempts to 
combat the evil the 
Chinese Government 
permitted the impor- 
tation of a large va- 
riety of anti-opium 
specifics. Investiga- 
gation later showed 
that morphine was 
the base of most of 
them and those who 
who took the medi- 
cine merely traded 
the opium for the 
morphine habit, 
which is immeasur- 
ably worse. 


Within a_ short 
time a ban was put 
on these drugs and 
for the past five 
years China has been 
fighting its greatest 

curse with only one 
weapon, will power. 

With its 400,000,000 

people free of the 

drug habit and once 

again an energetic useful race, there is no telling 

how great a part in the world the Chinese republic will 

yet play. A country capable of a reform such as the 

elimination of the opium habit should be able to grasp 


other problems and become a world faetor. 
| ber of ailments, such as rheumatism, various 
disturbances resulting in skin-troubles, inflamed 
and. painful joints, and so forth.

The second day out we had no trouble whatever, and 
I became somewhat reassured, but our packer continued 
to get uneasy. We were heading for a well, which we 
reached about 8 p. m.

He said 
that it would be no more dangerous to go on than it 
would be to turn back and that if we got some 30 or 40 
miles farther he knew the people and we would be safe.

THE RAIN OF STEEL IN ANTWERP, 

By James W. Hare. 

HEN, in September, 1914, the allies drove the 
enemy back, and the battle of the Marne had 
W Saved Paris from a siege, I decided to go to 
Antwerp. I reached there on Oct. 6, and as 
the Germans entered Antwerp on the ninth, after shell- 
ing the city, you can readily believe there were plénty 

of dramatic incidents crowded into a few days. 

I have been under fire many times. Artillery fire is 
nerve racking, spectacular and demoralizing. When it 
gets home it inflicts horrible damage. Its wounds are 
of the most appalling kind. 

In Antwerp I had my first experience of being under 
fire in a town—always before it had been out in the 
battlefield in the open country, where so many shells 
burst and fail to do any damage that you do not fear 
them. Some burst too high in the air, some too far in

front, others too far in the rear. A very small percent- 
age reach their objective point. However, it is a very 
— proposition when you are under shell fire in a 
Own. 

Even if a shell does not hit the object aimed at—it 
invariably does some damage, and the concussion causes 
loose tiles to crash down on to the sidewalks, and glass 
from the sashes flies in all directions. 

Looking back, I think the helplessness of the people 
of Antwerp impressed me as the most dramatic incident 
of my war experience. When the shelling began they 
rushed from their homes, many carrying babies in arms, 
or wheeling old and infirm parents, leaving most of 
their valuables behind. Some dragged bundles of wear- 
ing apparel or other effects, that they hated to lose, only 
to abandon them later in the desperate race to seek 
Safety. Shells were falling in all directions, setting fire 
to houses and killing and maiming the people. The Ger- 
mans were not firing shrapnel, but a new shell—high 
explosive—that burst with a fearful sound. Antwerp 
being under martial law, the frantic people could only 
use one avenue of escape and that was across the pon- 
toon bridge, into Holland, when the military were not 
using it. Consequently, they had to stand for hours at 
a time waiting in their thousands, crouching down and 
terrified as the shells screamed over them. 

This was my first experience of women and children 
being shelled in a town. I never want to see anything 
like it again. 


DODGING A SPECK IN THE SKY,

bh RAMATIC” is a relative term. The most acute 
sense of persona] drama I recall was that 
D felt one day on Gallipoli Peninsula, with the 
Turks, when Henry Suydam of the Brooklyn 
Eagle and I were galloping around -the little land- 
locked beach at Ak-Bash, trying to get away from an 
Efiglish aeroplane. One bomb had just killed a man and 
several horses and oxen, there was nothing to get under 
and no place to go, and we could no more run away 
from that little speck overhead than you could run away 
from a star. 

But for hundreds of thousands of men in the firing 
line, such an experience is, of course, a mere part of 
the day’s work. The soldiers who impressed me most 
were not the armies I saw later but the first little group 
of “loose’’ Germans we met in Belgium. 

We were in front of the first advance, in a village 
near Courtrai, at dusk. Somebody cried, ‘The Germans 
are coming!’’ Doors and shutters slammed, streets 
cleared, except for the sobs of the women inside the 
door before which we stood there was not a sound, and 
in this silence, far down the road at the end of the 
tunnel of overhanging trees, a little gray group of lanc- 
ers came trotting—trotting—toward us. I saw many 


thousands of fightitie m men after that, in trenches and 
out of them, but none that I remember so clearly as 
that little knot of gray figures, coming out of the dis- 
tance, revealing themselves for a moment as harmless- 
looking, blue-eyed boys who trotted past, scarce looking 
to the right or left, and disappeared in the twilight. 

There are experiences with a dramatic burden—too 
vague and vast to be felt clearly or described—being 
swept along with that pitiful civilian army that poured 
out from under the smoke of Antwerp, for instance, or 
watching as some of us did last summer, the hordes of 
German and Austrian prisoners—men of the gentlest 
upbringing, sometimes, and greatest social efficiency — 
pour back from the Russian offensive to be strewn across 
Siberia. fndeed, some of the most “dramatic” things I 
have seen were quiet little post cards—mere flakes, so 
to speak, out of the drifts of lost letters in Russia— 
the very eyes and hands, it seemed, of mothers and fa- 
thers and wives in little towns hundreds of miles to the 
westward, reaching out helplessly and hopelessly, to- 
ward husbands and sons, buried nobody knew where, 
in that endless Russia. After one has watched war for 
a while, its mere quick shock becomes more or less a 
matter of course. It is this uprooting and strewing like 
so much voleanic dust, of millions of useful human lives, 
that crushes one with a sense of tangled and illimitable 
tragedy—a cosmic drama, compared to which the sharv 
coincidences and surprises of what we ordinarily thin 
“dramatic,” seem mere stuff of the theater. 


Making Buttons, Bric-a-brac and 
Silk From Milk 


LTHOUGH anyone will concede that man can not 
live by bread alone, it has been thought pos- 
sible to get along rather nicely if milk were 
added to the diet. But it remained for two 

French chemists, Francois Lebreil and Raoul Des- 
george, to conceive an idea whereby milk may also be 
made to yield a fabric which may be converted into 
clothing and ornaments. The curds of the milk are 
subjected to a chemical treatment by means of which 
the mags is converted into a plastic substance which may 
be rolled into sheets resembling celluloid, from which 
buttons and other articles, such as combs, umbrella 
handles, bric-a-brac and even imitation leather may 


be made, all of which are of attractive appearance and 


of excellent wearing qualties. 

The milk is first robbed of its fat, after which it is 
warmed with rennet so as to form curds. It is then 
parboiled and exposed to the air, and then it is treated 
with acetone to give it the required hardness, plasticity 
and transparency. The product may be made so soft 
that it can be used as a substitute for silk in the manu- 
facture of fine underwear, or it may be made solid 
enough to serve as a good imitation of ivory.
